Oregon’s United States District Attor- 
ney Receives a Box. 

Portland, Ore., October 19.—United States 
District Attorney Murphy has received a 
mysterious box which both he and the 
janitor of the United States court are 
afraid to open. He ordered it soaked in 
water for twenty-four hours and will prob- 
ably open it today. It is presumed to con- 
tain explosives. 

District Attorney Murphy is overwheclm- 
ed with communications, petitions and reso- 
lutions from anarchists all over the country 
concerning the three men imprisoned here 
charged with violating federal laws by 
sending copies of ‘“‘Fire Brand’”’ through the 
mail. Some are threatening, some abusive 
and some inflammatory. 

Thus far the district attorney has receiv- 
ed petitions from fourteen different organ: 
izea bodies of anarchists.

Former Secretary of Spanish Consul at 
Chicago in Trouble. 

Chicago, Uctober 19.—Ramon Torre, for- 
merly secretary to the Spanish consul] in 
Chicago, who suddenly left Chicago some 
time ago, and whose departure caused com- 
ment on account of the charges made by 
his wife that he had taken $2,0% of their 
savings and abandoned her, 
today on information furnished by his wife. 

Torre recently returned to Chicago and 
has been doing translating and similar 
work in an office in the Auditorium. He 
denies that he had taken any money when 
he left Chicago, and that he had returned, 
he said, under an agreement to support 
his wife. 

Torre was formerly connected with a 
school of languages in the Auditorium and 
moved in good society. He was married 
in California, his wife having been an in- 
mate of a convent at the time. The affair 
was quite romantic and attracted consider- 
able attention.

NINE JURORS ARE 
FOR CONVICTION 


No Yerdict Seemed Possible and Judge 
Orders a Rest. 


THE PRISONER HAS ONE FRIEND 


Juror Harley Stands Out Stoutly for 
an Acquittal. 


STATE GAINS AS BALLOTING PROSRESSES 


Tuthill Announces That He Will Not 
Receive Verdict, if One, Until 
This Morning. 


Chicago, Ill, October 19.—Arother night 
of suspense is ahead of the defendant in 
the Luetgert - case. 

At 9 o'clock tonight the jury had gone to 
bed on cots, placed in the courtroom, ana 
it was announced by Judge Tuthill that, 
even though by one chance in a million, the 
jurors should wake up and agree upon 4 
verdict there would be no announcement 
and the courtroom would, under no circum- 
stances, be opened until 10 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. A few minutes after 8 
o'clock Judge Tuthill appeared at the crim- 
inal court building and gave positive or- 
ders that nobody should be admitted to the 
building under any circumstances, 

Judge Tuthill went directly to the court- 
room, where he was told by the bailiffs in 
charge of the jury that several of the 
jury men were almost exhausted by the 
ordeal to which they had been subjectea 
during the last thirty hours, and that if 
they were not allowed some rest, it woulda 
certainly result in some of them becoming 
ill. The jury also sent word that there 
was no immediate prospceet of an agrec- 
ment; and under the circumstances the 
judge gave orders that they be permitted 
to drop the case and go to sleep. The 
cots were quickly dragged into the court- 
room, and within a few minutes every 
juror was stretched gut at full length, ana 
all consideration of the case was off unti 
they should awake in the morning. 

Judge Tuthill after giving directions that 
all things possible be done for the comfort 
of the jury, left the building for his home. 
When he left the building he gaid: 

“They have not agreed as yet, and when 
I become convincea that there was little 
prospect of their doing so, and saw how 
weary some of them were, I told them tv 
go to sleep and try to agree in the morn- 
ing. There would be no use in keeping 
them up ali of the night, because in the 
first place, two or three of them would 
in a short time be utterly incapacitated 
by fatigue, and no agreement could ever be 
obtained from men who are nervous from 
loss of sleep and exhausted with argument. 
When I came to the court tonight 1 had ne 
idea that a verdict would be reached, but f 
was anxious to do all I could for the com- 
fort of the jurors. That was really the 
cause of my visit to the building tonight. 
There is, of course, no likel:haod that they 
will wake up tonight and reach ah agree- 
ment, and even if they should. t shall not 
come down to hear it before 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. There ts no chance 
whatever of any verdict being given by the 
jury before that hour.” 

State’s Attorney Deneen remained in his 
office until all hope of a verdict tonight 
had been abandoned. He is still hopeful 
of a verdict, but naturally looks upon a4 
disagreement as the most likely outcome, 
There were rumors of all kinds afloat 
during the evening, all of them being to the 
effect that the friends of Luetgert on the 
jury were weakening. It was known dur- 
ing the day that the vote stood eignt to 
four, and tonight the rumors were that it 
was ten for the death penalty and two for 
acquittal. A later story was that it stood 
eleven for banging and one for acquittal. 
Juror Harlow is admitted to be the stout 
friend of Luetgert on the jury and it is he 
who is leading the fight for an acquittal. 
Over in the jail Luetgert was during the 
evening anxiously awaiting word from the 
jury room. He tried as usual to keep up 
an appearance of indifference, and as us- 
ual made a failure of it. He said: 

“If they don’t agree I will get bail and I 
will be out of this. I can give bail for a 
million if they want that much. My wife 
is living somewhere, but I admit she is 
having a lot of tun with me at present. 
There is one thing sure, there wili be no 
conviction in this case. it will be an ac- 
quittal or a disagreement. 

Asked where he obtained his information, 
he smiled, and added: 

“Oh, I know; you go ‘long. I won't be 
convicted, though, you can bet on that. 


At 10 o’clock the criminal court building 
was dark as a pocket. The crowd which 
bad hung around its entrances during the 
earlier part of the evening had disappeared. 
A solitary bailiff sat at the foot of the 
stairs leading to the second story. An- 
other sat at the upper end of the flight, 
two more were at the door of the court- 
room and three more were inside, keeping 
watch over the sleeping jurymen. 

The opinion around the criminal court 
tonight was that all chance of a verdict 
has disappeared and that the result is 
practically certain to be a disagreement. 
It is considered possible and even probabie 
that the state will have nine or ten of the 
jurymen and the defense the remainder. 
The chances tonight, however, seem to fa- 
vor a disagreement of eight for conviction 
and four for acquittal. 


Nine for Conviction. 
Just before retiring for the night the 


jury took another ballot, the vote standing 
nine for conviction and three for acquittal. 

The four jurors who have been standing 
out for acquittal are Behmiller, Barber, 
Holabird and Harley. 

The two latter are still for acquittal, but 
either Behmiller or Barber has come over 
to the state. 

There is much feeling against Harley 
among the jurors who favor the death pen- 
alty. e 
They say he will not argue the case in 
any way, but sticks out soi'dly for Luet- 


gert.

London, October 20.—The Dally Chronicle 
this morning, commenting upon the death 


in Cuba last week of W. Hughes, corre- 


spondent of Black and White, of London, 
who is said to have sturved to death in 
the streets of Havana, after having been 
maltreated and robbed by a party of Span- 
ish guerillas, says: 


“If the story of his death is true, 
fresh execration of Spxnish action will 
arise, and the British government may 
have something to say.’’ 


Hughes was found dead on the Prado, 
Havana, last Thursday night. He had re- 
cently visited Pinar del Rio with a pass 
from the military governor. It is said that 
while there a party of guerillas in broad 
daylight and in the presence of Spanish of- 
ficers, assaulted him and robbed him of 
everything he had except his clothes. 
Hughes, it is alleged, appealed to the mil- 
itary commander for help and demanded the 
restitution of his property, but was only 
laughed at. He was obliged to return to 
Havana, walking the entire distance, and 
reached the city ragged and starving. Hav- 
ing lost his passport, he could not establish 
his identity or communicate with his friends 
in England. He starved to death in the 
streets. Hughes had earned an excellent 
reputation as a war correspondent in Afri- 
ca, having followed the Soudan expedition, 
and also traveled in Western Africa. His 
father is a retired British army surgeon. 
The case has been reported to the British 
consul at Havana. 


SERVIAN CABINET RESIGNS. 
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Ex-King Milan Makes His First Re- 
turn to Beigrade. 

Belgrade, October 19.—The cabinet has 
resigned. It is supposed the resignation 
of the ministers is connecte@g with the re- 
turn of ex-King Milan to the Servian capi- 
tal. 

Milan arrived here today in company 
with hig son, King Alexander. 

This is the first visit ef ex-King Milan 
to the Servian capital his abdiea- 
tion in 1889, and trouble was expected to 
result from it, as the premier was said 
to have declared ‘that he would resign 
if the former king were permitted to re- 
turn here. 

King Alexander has accepted the resig- 
nation of the cabinet. 

Dr. Waldan Geurgevitch, Servian min- 
ister at Constantipole, has been entrusted 
by the king with the task of forming a 
cabinet. 

It is expected that days wili 
elapse before he completes his selection. 
Dr. Georgevitch (also written Georgevic) is 
taking the waters at Carisbad.

Nature 
puts the seal of power on certain of her 
sons when she sends them forth and all 
the forces of outrageous fortune cannot 
condemn them to the fate of ‘“‘mute, ingio- 
rious Miltons.”’ 

Mr. Pullman was naturally a strong man, 
healthy in both physique and mind. He 
had a Keen eye for life’s economies and 
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GEORGE M. 


poverty and obscurity to great wealth 
and influence by his own sheer strength 
don't “just happen that way.” Kings hap- 
pen, but the men who make the whecls 
of the world go around do not. Fortune 
may have her favorites among the pam- 
pred ones whose fathers before them 
wooed and won her, but to the portioniess, 
friendless son of poverty she is a perverse 
and willful maiden. bestowing her hand 
and her smiles only after.long years of 
ardent pleading, agony and self immola- 
tion. 

Fortune is a woman of the world. She 
is gracious and generous to him who 
hath; he who hath not.must strive and 
toil end plead. But the compelling, mas- 
terful man who wins her perforce, she 
loves best, and upon him finally most lav- 
ishly bestows her richest favors. 

Take the case of George M. Pullman for 
instance. It was not a mere fancy of for- 
tune that he lifted himself from the 
tate of an unknown, unfavored youth to 
the control of a gigantic corporation whose 
assets almost touch sixty-five millions, and 
whose origin was in his brain and whose 
growth and success were the results of his 
energies.

GEORGE M.PULLMAN 
DIES SUDDENLY 


The Palace Car Magnate Passes Away at 
His Residence. 


HEART TROUBLE THE CAUSE 


His Wife and Two Sons Were on an 
Eastern Tour. 


ESTATE WORTH ABOUT $20,000,000. 


He Was in His Sixty-Sixth Year and 
Had Not Been in Good Health 
All Summer. 
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Chicago, Ill, October 19.—George M. 
Pullman, the palace car magnate, died at 
his residence, Eighteenth street and Prairie 
avenue, this city, at § o'clock this morne- 
ing. 

Mr. Pullman, who was in his sixty-sixth 
year, had not been enjoying his usual 
good health during the summer. The ex- 
treme heat of last week greatly aggravated 
his disease, Known to medical] science as 
angina pectoris, but no serious trouble was 
anticipated. 

Mr. Pullman was at is office in the 
Pullman building daily and dined yesterday 
With friends gt his club. Later in the: 
evening he remarked having a slight pain 
in the back. He retired at his usual early 
hour. At 4 o’clock members of the house- 
hold were awakened by a disturbance in 
Mr. Pullman’s chamber and upon eriter- 
ing found him standing in the cente: of 
the room, dazed and apparently suffering 
excruciating pains in the region of the 
heart. Rev. R. M. Eaton, who was visit- 
ing Mr. Pullman, called Dr. Frank Billings, 
the family physician. Restoratives were 
applied, but to no purpose, and at & 
o'clock the millionaire manufacturer and 
philanthropist passed away without speak- 
ing and with scarcely a struggle. 

Mrs. Pullman, who, with her two sons- 
George and Sanger—has been on an eastern 
tour, was wired at once, and no funeral! 
arrangements will be made until she ar-' 
rives. 

George M. Pullman came to Chicago in 
1859. He at once took a prominent place 
in business circles. In 1880, owing to the 
growing demands of his manufacturing 
interests, he put into execution a pet 
theory for the exc:.ablishment of a “model 
town’ as a home for his car works and 
the thousands of employees. A site was 
selected on the shores of Lake Calumet, 
twelve miles south of Chicago. Mr. Pull- 
man devoted his personal attention to the 
erection of the little city and succeedea 
even beyond his own expectations in mak- 
ing it a model town. Pullman now has a 
population of 11,000. 

Mr. Pullman's wealth is variously esti- 
muted at from $12,000,000 to $30,000,000, His 
financia! interests were confined to a few 
corporatsons, the bulk of the holdings 
being stock in the Pullman Palace Car 
Company, of which he owned about one- 
fifth. 

Some stock was also held in Diamond 
Match and New York Biscuit. 

These securities were somewhat affected 
by the news of Mr. Pullman's death, but 
the declines were quickly recovered. 

Mr. Pullman was married in 1867 to Mive 
Hattie Sanger, of Chicago. Four children 
are living—George, Sanger, Harriet’ and 
Florerae. The latter was married to Frank 
O. Lowden, of this city, two years ago.

Macon, Ga., October 19.—(Special.)—If 
signs count for aught there is 
store for Louis Redwine, the 
broke the Gate City National bank, of At- 
five years ago. 

United States Senator A. O. Bacon will 
leave Macon tomorrow for Washington cn 
this special mission. He will see President 
McKinley and the attorney general in Red- 
wine’s behalf and is hopeful of precuring 
a pardon for the Atlanta defaulter, having 
already been given assurances from the 
powers at Washington that the mnatter will 
be taken up and investigated with friendly 
patience and interest. ; 

The pardon, if granted, will not relieve 
Redwine in so far as punishment for his 
crime is concerned, for the reason that the 
term of his sentence has already practi ‘al- 
ly expired and Louis Redwine will be turn- 
ed out of the penitentiary at Columbus, O., 
on the 7th of November, and as a free man 
will return to Atlanta immediately after his 
release. Senator Bacon is in receipt of a 
telegram from E. G. Coffin, warden of the 
penitentiary at Columbus, stating that with 
the deductiois from Redwine’’s sentence by 
reason of his good behavior his time will 
expire on the date mentioned, which 1s 
more than six months earlier than his sen- 
tence would have expired, 

Realizing that the time is short for Red- 
wine, Senator Bacon will go to Washington 
to rush the application for his pardon in 
time to restore him to citizenship. Of 
course, if Redwine serves his term out he 
will forfeit all claim to citizenship under 
the condemnation of the law which robs 
all ex-convicts of these rights. If the par- 
don can be obtained before the term in 
prison is ended it will restore Redwine to 
the rights and privileges of citizenship. 

The application for Redwine’s pardon was 
first made before President Cleveland, who 
refused to xvrant clemency. Then it was 
upon the ground that Redwine’s relatives 
and friends started the movement for hits 
release. It was claimed that he had be- 
come a victim to the most dreaded of all 
diseases, consumption, and that he could not 
live but a snort time. President Cleveland 
caused a thorough examination of Red- 
wine’s condition to be made and reported 
to him. He was not sufficiently convinced 
by the physician's report that Redwine was 
sure to die, and: declined to pardon him. 

Being urged by Louis Redwine’s father to 
pursue his efforts, Senator Bacon brought 
the matter before President Cleveland the 
second time personally, but after another 
examination the president ruled as before. 

It is said now that his health is somewhat 
improved, though he is by no means the 
same Louis Redwine in form and face who 
once sipped his champagne amid tlie revel- 
ry of feasts and greeted his scores of 
friends at the window of the bank over 
which he, in part, presided. Sadiy stooped 
and drawn, and much emaciated, the fellow 
about whose crime there has always been 
the profoundest mystery of stubborn s lence, 
will return to his old home in Atlanta so 
changed his best friend will pass him in 
the street with no power at recognition. 

In the letters which have come from 
Louis Redwine’s father to Senator Bacon 
appealing to him to urge the pardon of his 
son nothing is sgid as to the plans and 
Lopes of the young man when he gets back 
home.

Out as being rich in gold. After securing 
an option on these fifty claims, the com- 
pany will send out a large number of 
miners to work the claims. Among the 
prospectors who will go will be the son 
of Julian Hawthorne. Other well-known 
men will go. The two Hendersons have won 
fortunes in the Yukon basin. They were 
the first men to make money there. 


Augusta is tc have new waterworks. The 
plans and specifications for the Plant and 
the reservoir have just been completed by 
an Atlanta man. For some time the citi- 
zens Of Augusta have been agitating the 
question of an improved water supply for 
that city, and the movement row seems 
to have crystallized and the construction 
of the new waterworks is assured. Hon. 
W. B. Young, the present mayor, has all 
along been an ardent supporter of the 
cause and his efforts in this direction have 
largely concributed to the final success 
which now seems beyond question. Some 
time since the city council of Augusta ap- 
pointed a board of water commissioners to 
look into the matter and make recom- 
mendations. This board employed Mr. 
Nisbet Wingfeld, of this city, to report 
on the best means of seouring an adequate 
water supply. His report was adopted 
and he has since prepared complete plans 
and specifications for all parts of the work, 
and bids for construction will be taken on 
November 9th. 

The new pumping station will be located 
about three miles above the city on the 
canal. The pumps will be operated by 
water power and will deliver water to an 
immense reservoir on the sand hills, 300 
feet above the city. From this the water 
will pass through filters to a second reser- 
voir, and from the latter will flow to the 
city by gravity. It is said by those in 
position to know that the plant, as design- 
ed, will be one of the most complete and 
efficient in the country. The people of 
Augusta are to be congratulated upon 
the progressive spirit shown in this enter- 
prise. Mr. Wingfield, who designed the 
plant, and under whose direction the works 
will be done, is an engineer of wide expe- 
rience, his work in this Iipe covering a 
number of the most impoMant cities in 
the south.

The Report Circulated to That Effect 
Was Totally Untrae. 


SUSPECTED. GIN BURNERS 


They Were Tortured To Extort a Con- 
fession of Guilt. 


THEIR INNOCENCE SOON BECAME EVIDENT 


They Were Given Their Liberty and 
Ran for Their Lives—They Are 
Now in the Community. 


Summerville, Ga., October 19.—(Special.)— 


The reports spread over the country that~ 


two men were lynched in this county are 
false. 

The alleged victims are here in life re- 
joicing in their escape from euspicion. 

The True Story. 

The true story out of which the so-called 
lynching occurred is as follows: 

A few nights ago, in the upper part of 
this county, the ginhouse of D. J. H1m- 
mond was burned together with sixty-five 
bales of cotton, a loss of over $1,{#, with 
no insurance. 

The fire was evidently of incendiary ori- 
gin, and fsom the suspicious actions of two 
negroes, Jim Pat Penn and Jehan Hazelrig, 
it was believed that they knew a great deal 
more about the matter than they wceuld 
ordinarily care to talk. 

Warrants were issued and Hazelrig, Ben 
Day and Penn were arrested at Dace, near 
Trion factory, by Wiley Davis. They were 
carried to the residence of Mr. Hammond 
and closely questioned, but dejtied any 
knowledge whatever of the fire. 

Taken Out by Regulators. 

It was decided to guard ther .niil mern- 
ing, then bring them to Samnierville. Dur- 
ing the night, however, se crovil of men, 
var.cusly estimated at from twenty-five toa 
hundred, appeared on the scene, weverpow- 
ered the guards, took charge of the négroes, 
who fought desperately for their tives, 
placed ropes around their news and staried 
off with them down the river.

COLORED CHILDREN VACCINATED 


Physicians Visited All the Colored 
Schools in the City Yesterday. 

No new cases of smalipox have been re- 
ported to the board of health and those 
at the smallpox hospital are said so be 
getting along as well as could be expected. 

Nearly all the children in the colored 
schools of the city were vaccinated yester- 
day. The physicians who have been engaged 
to do the vaccination began work on the 
children. Those that were not vaccinated 
yesterday will be treated today. 

Since the board of health passed the 
compulsory vaccination rule about 2,500 
persons have been viccinated. The greater 
number of these were negroes. 

Superintendent Slaton, of the public 
schools, determined to prevent the disease 
from having any chance to get _ into 
the schools, will probably have the chil- 
dren examined and those who have not 
been successfully vaccinated will have the 
virus applied to their arms at once. One 
of the requirements for admittance to the 
public schools of the city is successful 
vaccination. This rule is very strict, but 
it is possible that a few may have obtained 
certificate before the vaccination proved 
successful and if there are any such they 
will be vaccinated at once. Smallpox has 
never yet been in the schools of the city.

summing up of the situation, no escape be- 
cause of the advice of better judgment or 
the warning word of physicians, but the 
people came like frightened sheep, and most 
of them were mad. 

They were angered against the health 
board of their city. They claimed that the 
facts had been misrepresented and that 
doctors had been knowingly harboring yel- 
low fever in thelr’city for Wt least three 
weeks. ; 

They were not to be pacified, these people 
who came in from Montgomery, and were 
not slow in casting the most emphatic 
epithets at the ofi@ials of their native town. 

During the day two trains came in. The 
regular morning passenger was four hours 
late and it did not arrive until 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. The train last night was 
delayed one hour and did not reach At- 
lanta until after 8 o’clock. Upon the first 
train there were over 190 actual refugees 
and on the second train were 161 who had 
flown from the fever. 

In the main the crowd was made up of 
women and children. The men were left 
behind to wind up business affairs and will 
come later on, Today a much larger crowd 
is expected. 

Montgomery is in precipitate flignt and 
the doors of Atlanta are‘still open. 

Was Long Delay. 

It was shortly after 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning when a crowd gathered at the car- 
shed with the expectation of meeting tno 
regular train on the Atlanta and West 
Point railway. The train was first marked 
up late two hours. This was afterwards 
changed to three hours and after that time 
it was rather indefinite as to what hour 
the refugees would come in. When it was 
finally sighted it was late in the after- 
noon. Somie delay was caused by the in- 
spection at East Point by the Atlanta 
officers of the board of health. All baggage 
was tagged and put in one car, There was 
quite a scene when the passengers were 
informed that they would not be allowed to 
have the satchels and bags of any kind 
until they had been fumigated. The women 
were especially dismayed and asked the 
privileges of taking out several necessary 
pieces, which under regulations had to be 
denied them. 

It was not long after the. train came in 
before the passengers were seeking ditner, 
Enraged at the condition in Montgomery, 
they were more enraged at the delay and 
the loss of their meals. This crowd finally 
got out of the way. 

The Collection of Baggage. 

Before half of the baggage of this delega- 
tion could be fumigated, however, the sec- 
ond train came in with a huge load. In the 
carshed the trunks were piled up in m‘4s- 
sive columns, while the valises and bigs 
formed a huge pyramid. The health depari- 
ment was over-stocked and it will be some 
time today before all of the baggage can 
be delivered. There were at least 500 trunks 
in the fumigation rooms last night. 

All of the passengers agree in their state- 
ment of the condition of Montgomery.

Captain Kearney P. Speedy Jumps from 
the Big Four Bridge, 


INVITED GUESTS LOOK ON 


The Jump Was One of One Hundred 
and Ten Feet. 


BHLY A SECOND CONSUMED IN THE FALL 


He Comes from Under the Water and 
Swims to a Boat, None the 
Worse for the Leap. 


Louisville, Ky., October 19—Captain Kear- 
ney P. Speedy, the professional high diver, 
leaped into the Ohio fron: the Big Four 
bridge this morning in the presence of a 
number of invited guests and newspaper 
men. 

The jump was one of .10. feet and was 
successful in every way. 

It was under the supervision of Mr. Em- 
ory G. Johnson, general advertising agent 
of the Lou'sville and Nashville. The party 
gathered at the ferry dock at 9 o'clock and 
went abroad the ferry boat W. C. Hite, 
from whose deck the dive was witnessed. 
The boat steered to a point within fifty feet 
of the bridge, when Speedy, who was 
standing on the bridge rail, hailed the pilot 
and bade him hold her steady. 

The dive was made at 9:20 o’c!ock. 
Speedy stood ciad in white and wine color- 
ed tights in the center of the middte span 
of the bridge. He was laughing and ap- 
peared to consider the dive simply a bit 
of athletic exercise. 

“I’m off!’ he shouted, and instantly he 
leaped into space. His body was extended 
full length, with feet close together and 
arms waving like the wings of an eagle, 
his head inclining downward. He appeared 
to be simply settling down upon the water 
like a great bird would settle in a tree 
top. and the spectators, holding their 
breath, could scarcely realize that barely 
a second was consumed in the fall. When 
about thirty feet from the water he ducked 
his head and maneuvered his body -until it 
was almost perpendicular. Then, with a 
splash like that made by a huge bowlder 
tossed from a great height, he struck the 
water splitting it with his hands. 

A second and his head appeared.. He 
shook the water from his eyes, and with 
a face wreathed in smiles, he swam with 
long. steady strokes to the ferry boat. 

After the dive Captain Speedy appeared 
none the worse for jis experience. 

On Sunday he will endeavor to jump from 
the top of the ironwork of the bridge, 160 
feet above water. 

Speedy is only twenty-three years 
and has been diving for twelve years.

Western Unicon Tariff in the North 
Carolina Courts. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 19.—(Special.)— 
The Western Union Telegraph Company 
today presented to ‘he ra‘lway commission 
a stipulation for the remanding to the 
commission of the case which the com- 
pany recently transferred to the federal 
court and which was set for hearing be- 
fore Judge Simonton at Wilmington No- 
vember 23d. 

John W. Hindale and W. C. Douglass, 
counsel for Governor Russell, were present 
and asked for time before the stipulation 
was aceepted. A. L. Hoiliday and IF. H. 
Busbee appeared for the Western Union 
and the latter said the stipulation had 
been prepared after consultation with the 
commission. 

Yhe chairman of the commissién said 
the-attorney general was its counsel. He 
favored the acceptance of the stipulation, 
as it is desired to get the case out of 
the federal court. He then set October 
29th for settlement of the matter. 

This case is the one in which the com- 
mission ordered that 15 cents be the day 
rate on a ten-word message in North 
Carolina. The railway commission th's 
afternoon decided to adhere to its order 
of June ist reducing telephone rates and 
making them $24 for residences and $34 for 
business places.

Bishop Nelson Tells of His Recent Trip 
to the Old Country. 


SAW MUCH TO INTEREST HIM 


Some Manners and Customs That 
Enter Into English Life. 


YOU MUST CARRY YOUR TRUNK IN YOUU LAP 


The Prince and How He Dresses—How 
the Bishop Stopped an Eng- 
lish Boaster. 


The lecture given last evening in the au- 
ditcrium of the Young Men's Christian 
Association by Bishop C. K. Nelson, of_the 
Episccepal diocese of Georgia, upon his re- 
cent four months’ trip to Europe, was one 
of the most enjoyable entertainments ever 
heard in this city. . 

As is well known, Bishop Nelson has a 
beautiful flow of language. He never finds 
himself at a loss for a word and he some- 
times talks in and on from one subject to 
another without fully explaining any, yet 
he invariably returns to the first subject 
again and before he has finished he has 
expatiated fully upon every one, 

The lecture delivered by him last eveniug 
Was all the more interesting because bish- 
Op Nelson made no effort at oratory or 
effect. He speke as if he were telling the 
adventures of his trip and the wonders that 
ho saw to a personal friend. 

The lecture was greatly enjoyed by the 
audicnce and Bishop Nelson was frequently 
interrupted by applause aud laughter, In 
part he said: 

“One of the most remarkable thinzs that 
I saw in all my travels was the isnglisr. 
shoe. lt is a small matter, it is true, but 
it impressed mé wonderfully. ‘Tne pointed 
toes, such as we have in this country, have 
ev-denuy never reached there yet. ‘The 
Erglish shoe ts heavy, Square-tved and 
noisy. My, it is fearful. In London, where 
a stream of people is passing ali the time, 
I could hardly Sieep. It was clop, clop, clop 
until | thought my head would burst with 
the noise. 1 do not know how tG describe 
it, except by Saying that it is trauch the 
same noise as would be producei by a 
drove of mules being driven at night over 
our belgian blocks. 


Pipes and Bad Tobacco. 


“Aud then their tobacco, I suw no cigar- 
ettes during the whole time [ wes in Eng- 


land. Instead of smoking cigars, which 

they can’t afford, or cigarettes, which they 

shouldn't, the workmen al] smoke pipes. It 

is a pécullar small pipe, but it looks em}- 

ey more suited to them than anything 
se. 

“From Shrewsbury our party went to 
Worcester, which ali of you know of from 
the famous sauce, but I assure you that 
more than that is manufactured there. A 
very fine quality of gloves come from this 
City, as does also some beautiful por- 
Celain. This is the famous Worcester china, 
of which we have a good deal in this coun- 
try. The manager of the works treated us 
very pleasantly and escorted us through 
the entire concern. 

‘We learned from him that his works had 
not presented a piece of porcelain to the 
queen or the occasion of her diamond ju- 
bilee, and as we knew that this was inva- 
riably the custom with large British con- 
cerns, we evinced some surprise. He toid 
us, however, that the queen no longer pat- 
ronized his firm but was now dealing with 
2 porcelain manufacturer in another eity, 
After this we visited Stratford-on-Avon. 


Something of English Customs. 


“And now let me say a word in regard 
to the English customs, One curious thing 
is the hot water. Invarfabiy, no matter 
where you be, or where you go, when you 
return to your room a servant precedes you 
with a little bottle of hot water. This is 
a tin bottle and it is set right in the cen- 
ter of your wash bowl. It is a good idea, 
especially for England, and before long 
you will welcome that bottle of hot water. 
After sleeping in cold beds, living in cold 
houses, dressing on cold floors, eating cold 
chops, drinking cold coffee and living in 
a cold climate you are ready for anything 
hot, even though it be water. And then 
there’s the breakfast, which, of course, 
means jam and to&st. The Englishmen 
would no more think of sitting down to a 
breakfast without jam and toast than 
without a knife and fork. No 
given you at this meal, or at lunch either, 
but at dinner you get one about three 
yards square, large enough to last all day. 
Several of us provided ourselves with a 
half dozen napkins as soon as we found 
this out and pulled one out of our coat-taij 
pocket at each meal. 

Keep Your Eye on Your Trunk. 

“After ‘doing’ Shakespeare's home we 
went back to London. And let me say 
Something of importance right here about 
trunks. The oniy way to be sure of not 
losing your baggage while travel.ng in 
England is to either sit on it or earry it 
in your lap. It is sent to the station, where 
a man hears where you are going, and then 
with a dash of his pastebrush sticks a 
poster on saying where the trunk ‘s bound 
for. Now these posters are never taken 
off unless you scrape them off yourself, 
and consequently after a bit of traveling 
no man on the face of creation can tell 
where your trunk is bound for. Madame 
lost her trunk once and I rode up and down 
the road for some time, but finally recover- 
ed it at the home of an English lord, who 
lived in the country some five niiles away 
from the station. 

“Speaking of taxes and revenues, I 
learned that the Bass Ale Company paid 
annually into the British treasury—we!l, 
how much do you think?—between two 
and a half and three million dollars. We 
attended dinner given in our honor by 
the lord mayor of London, where some 
very bad speeches were made and where a 
dignified looking man stood behind the lord 
mayor’s chair and bawled, ‘My lords, ladies 
and gent'*men. Give good silence and hear 
the speech of the Right Rev. Bishop S8So- 
And-So, of What-you-call-it.’ This natural- 
ly caused us to .anticipate a fine speech, 
but we were generally mistaken. 


Saw the Prince of Wales. 

“T saw the prince of Waies and met him, 
as I did also the remainder of the royal 
family. He was dressed in a pair of long 
patem leather shoes, white gaiters, white 
striped trousé@rs, a Prince Albert coat, 
a blue spotied suirt, a tlaming red tie and 
a white derby. If that combination. does 
not make a prince, I would like to know 
what does! 

“Tl ¢uw the naval review, which was 
really very fine, An Engiishman said tio 
me: ‘What do you think of our navy” 
‘Why. it is splendd,’ I replied.

Archbisops Meet To Consider Questions 
of Policy. 


MANY DIGNATARIES PRESENT 


Directors of Catholic University Will 
Meet Today. 


GREAT INTEREST ATTACHED TO MEETING 


Title of Monsignor Was Conferred 
Upon Dr. Conaty, Rector of the 
University, Yesterday. 


Washington, October 19.—The meeting of 
Catholic archbishops to consider questions 
of policy and administration of the church 
of America, and of the directors of the 
Catholic university, to pass upon the af- 
fairs of that institutfon, has brought to- 
gether a notable assemblage of Catholic 
dignitaries. 

All of the prominent figures of the church 
are represented, including Cardinal Gibbons, 
Archbishop ‘Martinelli, the papal delegates, 
Archbishop Corrigan, of New York; Arch- 
bishop Ireland, of St. Paul; Archbishop 
Ryan, of Philadelphia; Archbishop Wil- 
liams, of Boston; Arehbishop Chapelle, of 
Santa Fe; Archbishap Keane, the Ameri- 
can fepresentative at. Rome; Archbishop 
Riordan, of San Francigco; Bishop Farley, 
of New York; Bishop Foley, of Detroit; 
Bishop Horstman, 6f Cleveland; Bishop 
Maes, of Covington; Bishop Hohan, of 
Erie; ._Bishop Bevan, ‘Bishop Prendergrast 
and Monsignors Griffin, (McMahon and 
Sbarretti. 

The meeting of the directors of the unil- 
versity begins at 10 a. M. tomorrow. The 
directorate {s Made up of the cardinal and 
most of the archbishops, with five bishops 
and three lay members. 

Unusual] interest has 
meeting owing to reports that charges 
would be preferred against Monsignor 
Schroeder, who occupies the chair of dog- 
matic theology in the university, With a 
view to his removal. 

These reports were a prevailing topic of 
comment among the churchmen today, but 
there was the greatest reticence in discus- 
sing the subject for publication. The off 
cers of the university geclinea to say any- 
thing about it. It fs generally understood, 
however, that the status of Monsignor 
Schroeder will be brought before the board. 
He has been a conspicuous member of the 
faculty, owing in part to his identification 
with the German membership of the church, 
and his efforts to establish a chair of Ger- 
manic languages, toward which many Ger- 
man societies have contributed. 

Mgr. Schroeder Will Not Be Disturbed. 

It developed in the course of the discus- 
sion of the subject today that Monsignor 
Schroeder has received assurances from 
Rome which in the opinion of his friends 
will be decisive in putting an end to any 
movement toward his removal. It was 
stated by those conversant with the con- 
troversy that this assurance was in the 
form of a letter from the pope, in substance 
stating that Monsignor Schroeder must nut 
be disturbed in his present field of work. 
When efforts were made to see the monsig- 
nor on the subject he returned the answer 
that he had nothing to say today. There is

The assembled 
prelates wore their robes of office. the many 
archbishops and bishops in purple and the 
eardinal in his searlet robes and berreta. 
Vice Rector Garrigan read the papal brief, 
in which the pope takes occasion to pay @ 
high tribute to Dr. Conaty, giving him ab- 
solution, making him a Roman prelate of 
the pontifical household, with the title of 
monsignor. 

Cardinal Gibbons performed the cerernony 
of investiture and Archbishop Keane made 
the address. The archbishop spoke of his 
long service with the university, of its 
Americanism, and of the supyort which 
Pope Leo had given to it at all times, 

In this connection Archbishop Keane said 
that when he went to Rome a year ago the 
pope said to him that the whisperings then 
current against the university were lies; 
that they were inspired by men who were 
enemies, not only of the archbishop, but of 
the university; refractaries who oppose the 
policy of the pope. He would show, the 
pope said, by the manner he treated the 
archbishop, how he honored and trusted 
the university. 

Monsignor Conaty 
acknowledging the 


delivered mn address 
honor conferred upon 
him and outlining the aspirations of the 
university. Later Arehbishop Keane ad- 
dressed the students, placing before them 
a high ideal of citizenship and manhood.

Qualifications of a Juror.

The law of Georgia provides for the

A QUEER SORT OF A ROW

Kirk Farrar looks to be about twenty- 
eight years old. He was married last week 
to a very pretty young lady of Tennessee. 
Her maiden name Was Farrar, but she 
and her husband were not related. Farrar 
was excused from court last week to go 
to Tennessee and get ‘married. The indict- 
ment against him was called while he was 
absent ana the case was continued by the 
judge. The groom his bride arrived 
here a day or so 2go and now before their 
honeymoon is Well begun, he is convicted 
of receiving stolen goods, which may be 
punished by a tine or imprisonment in-the 
penitentiary not exceeding five years. 

The Farrars are gvod looking young 
men, and as they sat together this morning 
made a striking picture. The bride was not 
jin court.

Kirk Farrar on Trial. 


After receiving McCarson’s plea of guilty 
this morning. Judge Fite calied the ease 
against the Farrar brothers. Kirk said he 
had no lawyer and did not want one. All 
he desired was to make a statement to 
the jury. The state went ahead, though, 
picked a jury carefully and put up wit- 
nesses. 

Walter Bohannon was the first one. He 
naively said that he “got the belting from 
a Southern railway car in June, 1896.’"" He 
was asked to give some additienal par- 
ticulars of “‘getting’’ the belting and he 
stated that he stole it from a freight car 
and with the aid of some members of his 
gang carried it to his house. A few days 
later Bohannon sold it to”Kirk Farrar for 
$15. There were two rolls. The witness 
did not know what the belting was worth. 
Kirk Farrar asked him where he got it 
and Bohannon remarked: ‘You will know 
in a week or two.” The witness thought 
Fioyd Farrar was present. 

“What has been your business for the 
past four years?” asked Colonel Shumate, 
who was examining for the state. 

“TI have done a good many things.”’ 

The state showed that Farrar 
known Bohannon for fifteen years. 

Kirk Farrar cross-examined Bohannon. 

“Didn’t you tell me that you were sell- 
ing the belting on a commission?’ Farrar 
asked. 

“Yes.”’ 

“Were you not then speculating in cot- 
ton?” 

‘I was.” 

*!t askea you how meny vards of belt- 
ing there were and you said you did not 
know. You owed me some money and 1 
agreed to take the belting in a lump trade.

Floyd Farrar was put up by his brother 
and said that Bohannor. had come te tne 
firm and offered to sell them some belting. 

‘Bohannon stated that a merchant who 
was about to fail had given him the belting 
to sell on a commission. ‘The merchant 
reeded mcney and was willing to sell it 
for #® cents on the doliar. He said we 
would know who the merchant was in a 
few days.” 

On cross-examination tht witness admit- 
ted that Bchannon was not asked where 
the merchant lived. It was eight-iiach belt- 
ing. The witness did not know what the 
belting was worth. It was delivered in a 
barrel.

Defendant’s Statement. 


Kirk Farrar, the defendant, said: 

“The case is very much as my brother 
stated it. Bohannon came to me one day 
and stated that he had some cight-inch 
and four-inch belting to sell on commiss‘ton 
for a merchant who was about to fail. He 
offered to sell it for 530 cents on the dollar. 
He had bought some lumber from us and 
owed us a small bill. We agreed to give 
him $15 and his account for the belting. 
I suppose it was worth $50. J. L. Cumbee 
failed a few days afterwards and I always 
supposed that it was his belting. 

“I had known Bohannon for years. I 
knew that he speculated and understood 
that he made money at it. I always con- 
sidered him to be truthful.” 

Colonel Jesse Glenn argued for the state, 
declaring that Farrar knew Bohannon did 
not get the belting honestly. 

When he concluded, Colonel Shumate an- 
nounced that the state desired to put up 
another witness. They proved to be 
Sherry Mc-ailey, secretary and treasurer 
of the Cherokee Manufacturing Company. 
He was called to explain the cost of leather 
belting. He said that such belting as had 
been described ranged in price from 25 cents 
to 62 cents per lineal foot. 

Farrar objected to the attorney for the 
prosecution leading the .witness, and his 
objection was sustained by Judge Fite. 
Farrar got the witness to acmit that it 
would be impossible to tell how many feet 
were in a roll of belting without measur- 
ing it. 

Mr. John Black, a dealer in belting, was 
also. examined on its cost. Farrar inquired 
if a roll two and one-half feet in diameter 
could be placed inside a twenty-inch bar-

rel. The witness, of course, announced 
that it could not. 

Farrar then argued his own case and did 
it very well. He spoke in a conversational 
tone and without any agitation, although 
he said that he was in an embarrassing po- 
sition. 

“If you find me guilty in this case, the 
judge can send mg to the penitentiary for 
If you believe I knew that Bo- 
hannon stole the belt'ng, I ask you to find 
me guilty without a recommendation to 
mercy. On the other hand, if you believe 
I did not know it was stolen, you must ac- 
quit me. If you have a reasonable doubt 
in your mind as ‘to my guilt. you must 
give me the benefit of the doubt 

“IT did not dream that the belting had 
been stolen. You jurors have seen adver- 
tisements by every merchant fn Dalton an- 
nouncing that they. were selling out at 
h cents on the dollar. It is a very com- 
mon announcement.

The jury’ was out an hour and returned 
a verdict of guilty with a recommendation 
to mercy. 

Solicitor Maddox thereupon asked that 
the indictment against Floyd Farrar be nol 
prossed, and this was done. 


Peeples on Trial Again. 

Captain Thomas J. Peeples was put on 
trial again after dinner, this time chargea 
with buying chewing tobacco from Walter 
Bohannon. 

Peeples was convicted last week of buy- 
ing a stolen carpet from the robber chief. 
Now it is 220 pounds of tobacco. 

The Constitution figured in the case at 
the start, the defense trying to get a change 
of venue or a continuance on the ground 
that the minds of the people of Whitfield 
are intamed. Eighteen columns of spe- 
c‘als from Dalton to The Constitution were 
submitted, and thus a quant.ty of fine liter- 
ature was injected into the record. Cap- 
tain Peeples made an affidavit to the ef- 
fect that so many people nave been reading 
‘tthe papers that Whitfield is uncommonly 
wrought up at the present time, and he 
did not believe it was possible for him to 
get a fair and impartial tr-al in ths com- 
munity. An affidavit, signed by eleven 
citizens, stated practivally the same thing. 
The lawyers had a stack of Constitutions 
a foot high, from which they read. They 
examined a number of jurors, and all ol 
them except one man said that they haa 
read The Constitution reports, but were 
not prejudiced or biased in their cpinion 
in regard to the Peeples case thereby. 

This delicate compliment to The Consti- 
tution’s impartial specials moved Judge 
Fite to say: , 

“Gentlemen, the court does not think 
you can find a locality within the United 
Strntes where you could find a jury 
of twelve men, none of whom read The 
Constitution. Its circulation is co-exten- 
sive with the country’s boundary, and per- 
haps it does not circulate in the Klondike, 
but the court objects to removing the case 
there.” 

The judge denied the application for 4a 
transfer of the case to another county, and 
he also denied the request for a continu- 
ance 

The defense showed that a number of 
character witness would be wanted from 
Murray county. Judge Fite directed thar 
subpoenas be made out and served tonight. 
Then he ordered the trial to proceed. Near- 
ly every juror called was asked if he haa 
read the newspaper reports of the car 
robbery trial. The jurors said that they 
had read them, and were still 'mpartial. 


Bohannon on the Stand. 


Walter Bohannon was the state’s first 
witness. He did not tell much on the di- 
rect examination, beyond saying that last 
January he sold eight or n’ne boxes ox 
chewing tobacco to Captain T. J. Peeples. 
Bohannon said that he stole the tobacco 
from the Southern railway, carried jit to 
Anthony Cook's house with the assistance 
of Ben Pearce. Peeples paid him $22 for 
the tobacco, he. said. When Mr. Martin 
took hold of Bohannon for the defensx 
more detaiis and particulars were broughi 
out. The witness said that Captain Pee- 
ples drove out near Cook's house about 
dusk one day to get the tobacco, but his 


horse was restive and he did not get it. 
A day or two later Bohannon told Cook 
to haul the tobacco to the defendant's 
house, and place it inside the yard. The 
money was paid at the Dalton Grocery 
Company's store. 


Other Names Brought Out. 


Mr. Martin asked Bohannon to name 
other persons to whom he had sold tobac- 
co. Under pressure, SJohannon 
Buckholtz,- Horan. the tDaiton Grocerv 
Company. Cannon and others. He was 
asked when he séld’‘to Cannon, and he re- 
pied that Cannon paid him for one lot on 
Christmas day, 189. Bohannon was close- 
ly questioned. He did not get excited or 
rattled at all, but answered readily ana 
without any show of feeling. He’ was a 
very strong witness for the state. 

After the pirate captain came Cook, the 
negro drayman, whose testimony corrobor- 
ated Bohannon’s in the material points. 
Cook swore that the tobacco was hid at 
his house, and that he hauled it to the de- 
fendant’s home and placed it ins’de the 
gate. He was not sure whether there 
were gix, seven or eight boxes. He was 
positive that he hauled this tobacco 
w-nter, he believed in January. Bohannon 
had said that Peeples asked him if Cook 
was a safe man to send with the tobaeco, 
&a man who would not talk. Cook could 
not remember for the defense how many 
times the robbers had hid things about 
h's house or crib. 

The state rested its case when Cook came 
down from the stand. An effort will be 
mde tomorrow to impeach Bohannon ana 
Cook, unless the case is disposed of in an- 
other way. Colonel Harris has int'mateda 
that he will spring a point which will end 
the trial. It is presumed that he will ut- 
tack the indictment as defective. If this 
case is ended in that way, Cannon's will 
be called.

Mayor Collier yesterday sent out notices 
to the various organizations of the city 
which will take part in the celebration of 
Atlanta day at the Tennessee Centennial 
exposition, requesting them to appoint a 
committee to confer with a committee of 
the city council on Thursday, October 2ist, 
at 12 o'clock. 

The council committee was appointed 
yesterday and consists of Alderman Rice, 
chairman; E, C. Peters, Joseph Hirsch, H. 
L. Culbérson and E. 8S. Lumpkin. The 
meeting will be one of great importance 
and at this time arrangements will be per- 
fected for properly celebrating Atlanta dzy 
at the Centennial. 

There is a great amount of interest in 
Atlanta day and those who are at the head 
of the matter will endeavor to arouse 
as much enthusiasm as possible and -:to 
take a great crowd to the exposition on 
October 2th. 

It is the wish of the mayor that every 
organization which has been notified of the 
meeting Thursday will be well represented 
and that something of a tangible nature 
can be done to make Atlanta day the most 
successful the fair has seen. 

The heads of the different departments 
of the city, as well as the citizens, are 
interested in the matter and the day prom- 
ises to be an occasion of great importance, 
and hundreds of Atlantians will no doubt 
be seen at the fair. : 

The raijroads will lend the city their aid 
in making Ailanta day a success, and 
eheap transportation has been offered all 
who desire to go. A number of trains 
will be run and there will be railroad ac- 
commodations for as large crowd as car 
go. 

Nashville will be ready to receive At- 
lanta on the 28th, and the warm invitations 
that have been received from the manage- 
ment of the exposition are evidence of the 
fact that the gates of the city are open 
to all visitors from Atlanta.

The Story of a Stranger’s Experience 
in the Adirondacks.

The most famous cf the Adirondack 
gorges ‘s ithe Au Sable chasm, which ‘s not 
far from where the Au Sable river flows 
into Lake Champlain. The galleries, caves 
and castellated cclumns attract thousands 
of tourists yearly; but sevelfiiy years ago it 
Was comparatively unknown. In those 
early days the precipitous cliffs were 
spanned by a wooden bridge, cver which 
the farmers had to pass on their way to 
Au Sable Forks The bottom of the chasm 
at this point was a sheer descent of 125 
feet.

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The New York Sun correctly inter- 
prets the result of the decision arrived 
at by the British cabinet last Saturday 


with respect to the question of interna- | 


tional bimetallism. There can, in fact, 
be but one interpretation of that deci- 
sion. It definitely puts an end to that 
issue. Hereafter, neither republican 
nor mugwump, nor any other species of 
humbug and hypocrite whatsoever, can 
go before the people and claim that 
there is a probability of international 
bimetallism. The door to that wide hall 
of lying and deceit is definitely closed, 
and the lights are out. 

The envoys appointed by Mr. McKin- 
ley to solicit the aid of Great Britain 
and other nations in restoring bimetal- 
lism on an international basis, are them- 
selves satisfied that nothing more can be 
done in that direction, and are making 
arrangements to return home. They 
will wait for the final answer of the 
cabinet as a matter of courtesy, but they 
have already been informed of ther de- 
cision, 

This is, first, that England refuses to 
abandon the gold standard in any event; 
second, that the Indian‘ mints will not be 
reopened; and, third, that the cabinet 
will not recommend the Bank of Eneg- 
land to increase its silver reserve. 
That is the information which our en- 
voys have received, and it is conclusive 
so far as international bimetallism is 
concerned. 

Commenting on these facts, The New 
York Sun says it may be assumed that 
“the pledge given by the republican par- 
ty in the last platform which it adopt- 
ed at St. Louis last summer to oppose the 
free coinage of silver except by inter- 
national agreement with the leading 
commercial nations of the world, and, 
until such agreement can be obtained, to 
maintain the existing,gold standard, has 
now become a pledge to maintain the 
gold standard unconditionally.” 

This must be true in the very nature 
of things. The republicans have pledged 
themselves to maintain the existing gold 
standard until the leading commercial 
nations consent to the restoration of 
silver on an international basis. As 
there can be no international agreement 
without the concurrence and assistance 
of England, there will be no such thing 
as international bimetallism, and, con- 
sequently, the republican party is 
pledged to the maintenance of the ex- 
isting gold standard. 7 

For many reasons The Constitution is 
glad that thisisso. The people are tired 
of the programme of hypocrisy, false- 
hood and evasion behind which the gold 
men and the republicans have been hid- 
ing these past twenty years. The is- 
sue now is clear-cut. ‘The republicans 
are pledged to maintain the existing 
gold standard; the democrats are pledged 
to the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1 without wait- 
ing for the aid or consent of any for- 
eign nation. Both as an issue and as 
a delusion international bimctallism is 
dead and cannot by any possibility be 
revived by the dodging politicians, 

And it is better for the whole country 
that this should be so. If the people 
are to be sold out to the money power, 
it is well that they should know the 
precise nature of the bargain. If the 
prosperity of the country is to be sacri- 
ficed to the greed of Great Britain, it 
should be done boldly and in the broad 
light of day. If the people are to in- 
Gorse the gold standard with its at- 
tendant wreck and ruin, they should do 
so with their eyes open. 

They know what the gold standard is, 
they know the curse it has brought upon 
the country, and they are still feeling 
its ruinous effects, relieved, it is true, 
by a foreign wheat famine. If the voters 
want to indorse the gold standard, let 
them do so on the plain and naked is- 
sue. 
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Italy Prefers Argentina. 


One of the most interesting facts in 
connection with the present growth of 
the Argentine Republic is the rapid in- 
flux of Italian immigrants into its prin- 
cipal towns and cities. 

This decided preference for the Ar- 
gentine -Republic explains the corre- 
gponding decrease in the number of Ita)- 
sams arriving at our own ports during 
the past year. While there are many 


enterprising and public-spirited Italians 
in this country, the character of our cit- 
izenship has never been materially en- 
hanced by immigrants from Italy: and 
the United States, therefore, can readily 
afford to resign to the Argentine Repub- 


lic her interest in these immigrants. 


During the past year not less than 75.,- 
204 Italians have landed at the various 
ports of the Argentine Republic out of a 
immigrants from ali 
The country sending over 
the next largest stream of immigrants 
Was Spain, but the records show that 
F only 18,051 Spaniards arrived in the coun- |

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try during the year. Of the remaining 
immigrants France sent over 3,486, Ger- 
many 1,032 and Austria 963. Evidently, 
if these proportions apply to future 
streams of immigration pouring into the 
South American republic, it will not be 
long before its name will be changed 
from Argentina to Italia. 

Of course there are special attractions 
about the South American republic 
which explain the rapid influx of Italians 
into that country; but one reason why 
they are not flocking to the United States 
is found in the stringent character of 
our present immigration measures which 
are likely to become even more strin- 
gent as time advances.

As pessimistic as it may seem, there 
can be no doubt of the fact that insan- 
ity is, to a large extent, the product of 
civilization. 

Otherwise, the alarming growth of this 
mental disorder in some of the most 
highly civilized countries of the globe 
completely baffles explanation. For in- 
stance, in Prussia, which is one of the 
most cultured and refined centers of Eu- 
rope, there are now confined in the vari- 
ous lunatic asylums not less than 82,850 
inmates. These figures are startling, 
but even more so is the steady rate of 
increase which has been going on for 
several years past. In 1871 there were 
only 55,063 inmates in these Prussian 
asylums; but in 1880 the number had 
grown to 66,345, and again in 1896 to 
§2,850. If these figures are correct there 
are 27,000 more lunatics today in Prus- 
Sia than in 1871; and whatever the 
cause or causes of this alarming growth 
of insanity may be, the figures them- 
selves contain food for serious thought. 

What is true of Prussia is also true 
in a large measure of Great Britain, 
France, Germany and the United States. 
On account of the tireless mental activ- 
ity which characterizes the average 
American the statement can excite lit- 
tle surprise that during the past few 
years the number of insane asylums in 
this country has rapidly increased. In- 
sanity is brought on mainly through 
overexertion, and, naturally, the present 
wide-awake and progressive age of the 
world is calculated to burden the mina 
with more than it can readily bear. Of 
course this observation is not made for 
the purpose of impeaching our civiliza- 
tion, but rather for the purpose 
of showing that the human mind 
in order to grapple with the _ intri- 
cate problems of this complex age needs 
occasional rest and relaxation. The con- 
stant strain which is put upon the mind 
by weighty business or professional mat- 
ters at the present time calls for some- 
thing more than eight hours of sleep out 
of every twenty-four. Mental diver- 
sion is needed; ideas and surroundings 
diligent care also 
should be taken of the body, and other 
precautions, which suggest themselves 
readily to every thoughtful person, 
should be observed. Otherwise the mind 
cannot possibly hold up under the bur- 
den imposed uponit, and sooner or later 
there must come a pathetie end to the 
strain. To observe the precautions hint- 
above dces notrequire thatthe 
march of progress should be checked or 
even retarded in the least. On the contra- 
ry, the observance of these precautions is 
caichlated to build up and strengthen 
the ‘mind and to make it capable of 
greater achievements in the cause of 
progress and civilization. If the mind 
is the noblest part of the human organ- 
ism, why ruthlessly destroy it? This is 
a question which slould address itself 
to the sober thought of Americans. 


Southern Exports for September. 

Of late The Constitution has frequent- 
ly called the attention of its readers to 
the growing importance of our. south 
Atlantic and gulf ports. During the 
month of September these ports eclipsed 
all former records in the shipment of 
bread-stuffs and other products, leav- 
ing the northern and eastern ports far 
behind in the rate of progress observed. 

According to the figures set forth in a 
tabulated statement recently sent out 
by the bureau of statistics in Washing- 
ton, D. C., the growth of our south At- 
lantic and gulf ports has exceeded that 
of northern and eastern ports, so far as 
the shipment of bread-stuffs ig concerned, 
in the ratio of three to one. This ap- 
pears from the following comparative 
statement showing in parallel columns 
the shipments of 1896 and 1897.

Irom the above table it will be ob- 
served that while most of the seaports, 
both north and south, are credited with 
heavy gains during the month, the rete 
of increase is decidedly in favor of our 
south Atlantic and gulf coast ports. Of 
course the New York shipments are 
large, showing a rate of increase more 
than double; but those of Boston and 
Philadelphia indicate but a slight im- 
provement upon the preceding year. As 
for the ports of New Orleans, Galveston, 
Newport News and Norfolk, they aver- 
aged during the month more than twice 
the receipts realized during the corre- 
sponding months of 1896. These fig- 
ures are intensely gratifying, and show 
that our seaports are rapidly securing 
that liberal share of patronage to which 
they are rightfully entitled. 


The Government and Quarantine. 

The fact that the American Humane 
Society, as the result of a paper read be- 
fore that body on “Scientific Assassina- 
tion,” has passed a resolution condemn- 
ing the inoculation of healthy persons 
with germ cultures of yellow fever, has 
caused The New York Herald to make 


| inquiries among the health officers of 


the various cities in the south in.regard 
to the matter. 

The most interesting reply comes from 
Dr. J. C. LeHardy, of Savannah. It is 
the most interesting because it goes to 
the bottom of the whole matter. After 
stating that he does not condemn inocu- 
lation, although tie germ of yellow fever 
is still,unknown to scientific men, Dr. 
LeHardy makes this suggestion: 

This is what our government ought to do 
for the people: Provide for a scientific body 
of men which would inguire into the pre- 
vention of all classes of disease in a scien- 
tifie way and save us from the need of 
quarantine for diseases that do not require 
it; save us our personal liberty, which in- 
land quarantine has jeopardized of late, and 
at the same time enable us to diminish the 
mortality by the use of the proper methods 
of prevention. 

Now. in these few lines there is a 
whole volume of common sense. As the 
question is of an interstate character, 
it should be deait with by the govern- 
ment. Dr. LeHardy refers to the fact 


that personal liberty hag been jeopard- 
ized of late by the prevailing system of 
inland quarantine. It has not only been 
jeopardized, but entirely destroyed in 
obedience to the frantic demands of 
people suffering from unmistakable 
fright. Mails have been stopped, traf- 
fic has been suspended, and commerce 
brought to a violent conclusion. Mil- 
lions upon millions of dollars have been 
sacrificed. The rights of neignboring 
communities have been destroyed, arnt 
all suggestions of humanity have been 
thrown to the four winds. 

And to what end? Why, to this end— 
that in spfte of the shotgun quarantine, 
the disease has found a lodgment in the 
very community, of all others, where the 
shotgun quarantine has been in opera- 
tion. We cannot believe that all the 
citizens of Montgomery have been over- 
come by the frantic fear which has char- 
acterized many of those in authority. 

Never, perhaps, in the history of the 
world was a quarantine more rigid than 
that instituted by Montgomery when 
news of the appearance of the yellow 
fever on the gulf coast was sent abroad. 
The city closed its doors against the 
world. ‘Traffic was stopped. The mails 
would not be received. All signs of com- 
merce retired under a ban. And to what 
end? Simply to this end—that the infec- 
tion walked in past the guards, and 
calmly established itself, demonstrating 
again, as has been demonstrated many 
times before, that mere quarantine regu- 
lations are not of themselves a protec- 
tion against the plague. 

In view of this fact the suggestion of 
Dr. LeHardy assumes an importance na- 
tional in its character. The panics 
which prostrate the commerce of the 
south when yellow fever makes its ap- 
pearance are in a large measure huriful 
to every section of the country. The 
total disregard of the rights of citizens, 
the destruction of personal liberty, the 
stoppage of the mails and all the other 
excesses that have marked the blind 
quarantine regulations during the pres- 
ent epidemic are matters for the gov- 
ernment to deal with on a large scale 
and in a purely scientific way. 

We are not in favor of paternal gov- 
ernment. We abhor the very notion of 
the federal power taking charge of a 
matter that the states are able to deal 
with. But this question of quarantine 
overleaps state lines and state laws, and 
becomes federal in its character and re- 
lations. 

We hope to see congress take the mat- 
ter in hand and deal with it along the 
lines of Dr. LeHardy’s suggestions by 
establishing a commission of scientific 
men whose experience would give confi- 
dence to the public, and authorize that 
commission to deal with all infectious 
diseases in a scientific manner, and e:- 
tablish such a system of quarantine as 
experience and reason may suggest.

George M. Pullman. 

The sudden death of Mr. George M. 
Pullman, the renowned sleeping car mag- 
nate, at his home in Chicago on yester- 
day rounds the career of one of Ameri- 
ca’s most successful men, and fixes the 
attention of the country upon the lessons 
it teaches. 

Beginning life without the prestige 
which wealth and_ influence give to 
youthful endeavor, Mr. Pullman applied 
himself with heroic determination to 
the task of realizing something out of 
life, and the resuft is that his accumu- 
lations today aggregate the enormous 
sum of $50,000,000. There is nothing 
miraculous or supernatural about the 
career of this extraordinary man, and 
the success which he attained in life 
simply illustrates the possibilities of 
American manhood. 

But Mr. Pullman’s success in life is 
not measured solely by the extent of his 
own private accumulations. Such a 
measurement is altogether too narrow 
and circumscribed in view of the surpass- 
ing benefits which the great system with 
which his name is indissolubly connect- 
ed has conferred upon the traveling 
public in both hemispheres. In ren- 
dering modern railway travel not only 
comfortable but luxurious, Mr, Pullman 
has accomplished something which will 
embalm his name in grateful and ever- 
lasting remembrance. 

Such a life is a splendid inspiration to 
the American youth. 


The Progress of Steam Navigation. 

Since the first steamboat which ever 
crossed .the Atlantic ocean pulled out 
from Savannah in 1819 vast changes 
have been wrought in the science of 
navigation, but the fact that Georgia 
imparted the initial impetus to these 
changes is nevertheless intensely grati- 
fying. 

Of course this pioneer steamboat was 
not a rapid traveler. Only twelve years 
had elapsed since Robert Fulton suc- 
ceeded in applying steam to navigation 
on the Hudson river, and, naturally, 
the science at that period was extremely 
crude and imperfect. But what the ves- 
sel lacked in speed was more than made 
up in the vigorous hardihood which such 
a venture required; for up to that time 
not a single steamboat had dared to 
brave the perils of midocean. Some 
twenty-nine or thirty days were occupied 
in making the trip, but when the vessel 
finally arrived in good order at its des- 
tination the achievement awoke the ad- 
miring plaudits of both hemispheres, 

lollowing upon the recent successful 
voyage of the huge German steamer, 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, the scientif- 
ic journals of the country have fairly 
teemed with information bearing upon 
the subject of steam navigation. Of 
course the record of this huge vessel is 
remarkable; and while the statement 
may be true that the German steamer 
developed the highest rate of speed ever 
known during certain portions of the 
trip, the fact remains that smaller ves- 
sels, moving at a uniformly slower rate 
of speed, have made the trip in shorter 
time. This appears from the following 
table which gives some of the best ocean 
records made since 1856:

the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, although 
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none of them have equaled the speed 
attained by the German vessel during 
certain portions of the trip. Undoubt- 
edly on its next voyage the German ves- 
sel will improve upon its first one and 
give to the world the best record which 
has yet been made in plowing the great 
deep. In size, the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse is almost as large asthe famous 
Great Eastern, and the fact that such 
a monstrous structure can move as rap- 
iaty over the water as it does is almost 
past understanding.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune ob- 
serves that a pecuiiar sentiment prevails 
in southern indiana in regard to the neg- 
lected grave of Nancy Hanks, the mother 
of Abraham Lincoln. The grave ts situated 
in the woods about a mile from the rail- 
road in Spencer county. The people of 
Spencer county, says The Commercial- 
Tribune, are not at all anxious to pre- 
serve this historic treasure, but, on the 
contrary, are advocating the removal of 
the-body to some other place. It is said by 
those who favor the change that even 
Were a costly and beautiful memorial 
erected over the spot where the body now 
rests, few people would ever see it, and 
then only after much trouble and exertion. 
It is, therefore, suggested by them that 
the mortal remains of Abraham Lin- 
coln’s mother be transferred to the capital 
of the state, where citizens from all over 
the country, as well as from all parts of 
Indiana, would have a better opportunity 
to pause at the tomb of the woman who 
bore the nation’s immortal martyr. An- 
other suggestion is that the remains be re- 
moved to some national cemetery—Arling- 
ton, for instance, where lie so many of 
the country’s heroes. In the absence of 
any indication of a preference on the part 
of the Lincoln family !t would. seem bet- 
ter to let the grave remain where it is. 
Nancy Hanks lived there only two years 
after the removal of the family from 
Kentucky. The country was wild, and 
malarial vapors from the swamps filled the 
air. Hard work was the lot of this pioneer 
woman, and she gave up her life when her 
son Abraham was only nine years old. 


The prince of Wales is now in his fifty- 
sixth year, and still there is no immediate 
prospect of his succession to the throne. 
When the prince was born Queen Victoria 
was the only one of Europe’s present sov- 
ereigns then reigning. In fact, says The 
Philadelphia Record, with the exception 
of the elderly Franz Josef of Austria and 
Leopoid If of Belgium, all the other royal 
rulers of the continent are the prince of 
Wales’ juniors in years. Even King Um- 
berto of Italy is nearly three years younger. 
Emperor Wilheim II of Germany is more 
than seventeen yeara younger than Albert 
Kdward, and Czar Nicholas If more than 
twenty-seven years younger. The prince 
of Wales was seven yéars old when Josef 
Was crowned, twenty-four when Leopold 
ascended the throne, thirty-seven when 
Umberto became king, nearly forty-seven 
when the young German kaiser began his 
rule, and fifty-three when the youthful 
czar Was proclaimed autocrat of all the 
Russias. Young rulers are now the Euro- 
pean fashion. Not to mention the littie 
queen of Holland and the tiny king of 
Spain, the powers of Europe are now con- 
trolled, as Gladstone said, by mere boys 
in statecraft.

Pierpont Morgan may have much to say 
regarding the future management of the 
paper. Which will win is a question agitat- 
ing newspaper men. 

As to The Sun’s Future. 

The future of The Sun. will be watched 
with great interest by newspaper imen all 
over the world and by the public in gener- 
al. The course that it will pursue, the in- 
fluence it will have, the position that it will 
maintain are all largely matters of con- 
jecture, even to those who are most inti- 
mately connected with the paper, as is also 
the matter of choosing a successor for the 
late master. 

One thing, however, can be said with 
certainty—The Sun will net be Mr. Dana’s 
monument. That fond illusion of the great 
editor will be shattered, and he probably 
knew months ago that it must be so. There 
was a time when Mr. Dana believed that 
his personality wouléa pervade the columns 
of his paper long after his body had crum- 
bled to dust; but the best that he could do 
was to keep a firm control of the helm to 
the last moment. It was following his in- 
structions that his death was announced 
without the usua! obituary notice. 

For at least six months it has been 
known that Mr. Dana was approaching his 
end, and, anticpiating that event, gossip 
has been rife concerning the control of 
The Sun. It is known that the paper will 
infmediately pass from the contro! of the 
Dena family, and whoever secures contro! 
of it must make terms with J. Pierpont 
Morgan, the banker. 

Thomas Hitchcock (Matthew Marshall) 
is the heaviest individual stockholder, 
though he lacks many shares of a controll- 
ing interest. ; 

Financial Losses Since 1884. 

At ore time Mr. Dana nad absolute con- 
trol of The Sun, either owning outright or 
having an option uron a majority of the 
stock. That was previous to 1884, in which 
year he made what is called the greatest 
mistake of his life, bolting the nomination 
of Grover Cleveland for the presidency and 
swinging The Sun to the support of General 
Benjamin Butler. Before that disastrous 
move Tne Sun was a power in democratic 
politics in this state, and was earning large 
dividends. During the campaign of 1884, 
and fhe four years that followed the demo- 
cratic clientel was alienated from The 
Sun, and fat dividends were turned into 
deficits. 

Mr. Dana, who was never of a practical 
turn, continued his worship of art and liter- 
ature, spending great sums to gratify his 
tastes. The result was that he was shortly 
a heavy Sorrower, with his stock posted as 
collateral, When it became apparent that 
there was a possibility of his losing control 
of the stock, he obtained, by means of his 
options and holdings, a life contract with 
The Sun, by which he secured to himself 
the editorship of the paper at an annual 
salary of $50,009. 

There came a resumption of prosperity 
for The Sun, but not enough money was 
made to counterbalance the demands made 
by the United Press, of which org inization 
Mr. Dana and William M. Laifan were the 
ruling spirits, and which lost vast sums in 
its disastrous (to itself) warfere against the 
Associuted Press. So, while Mr. Dana did 
not los» the title to his holdings of Sun 
stock, he was never able to redeem them, 
and his death leaves them in the hands of 
Wall street bankers. 

Hitcheock a Possibility. 

Only 18 shares of stock were issued by 
The Sun Publishing Company. These each 
have a nominal face value of $10, but of 
eccurse have been and are worth many 
times that amount. 

Thomas Hitchcock, who its a well-known 
banker of this city, holds twenty shares of 
the stock. His first connection with The 
Su'n was almost coincident with that of Mr. 
Dana, the two having Tor many years been 
the closest of friends. Mr. Hitchzock has 
had a leaning toward journalism, and has, 
over the signature of ““Matthew Marshall,” 
written concerning the market and invest- 
ments. ‘““Matthew Marshall’ in The Sun of 
Mo.day mornings has long been a distinct- 
ive feature of the paper. 

Should he desire, he certainly could im- 
mediately assume control of The Sun, and 
no other man is so well equipped to follow 
along the lines laid down by his friend. 
But Mr. Hitchcock is an old man, and has 
declared that under no consideration will 
he assume the responsibilities of the edi- 
torship of the paper. 

Young Dana and Laffan at Odds. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Dana’s son, Paul, will 
make an effort to retain control of the pa- 
per. That he will succeed few believe. He 
would have great difficulty in raising the 
funds necessary for the redemption of the 
stock held nominally by his father. 

There is still a third obstacle for him to 
overcome before he can control The Sun, 
and to those who know him that obstacle 
is considered greater even than the other 
two. It is raised by the present publisher 
of the paper, Mr. Laffan. Mr. Laffan will 
himself strive for control of The Sun, and 
as he is a man of undoubted ability, espe- 
cially in a business sense, he may succeed. 
While his relations with his late chief 
were at all times harmonious, Mr. Laffan 
has little regard for young Mr. Dana. 

Mr. Laffan is supposed to have a com- 
fortable fortune of his own, and has influ- 
ential friends who hope to see hitn at the 
head of the establishment. Should he suc- 
ceed in his ambitions, The Sun would 
probably suffer in a journalistic sense, but 
tt would be likely to return to the ranks of

ownership of an electric light plant,

This committee will begwin work at once. 
Chairman Hirsch has called the first meet- 
ing tomorrow afternoon at 4 o’clock at the 
mayor's office, in the chamber of commerce. 
The duty of this body is to investigate the 
fecsib‘lity and desirability of the city either 
purchasing or crecting its own electric light 
plant. 

The first session will be taken up in dis- 
cussion as to what Inethod should be used 
in this investigation. It is probable electric 
experts, men who are in a position to kuow 
whether the city would be benefited by the 
change, will be called before the committee 
for their opinion. The committee has been 
given the power to take evidence in the 
investigation, which will be as thorough av» 
possible. : 

The experience of cities where mu- 
nicipal ownership has been tried will be 
studied; the cost of erection of a new plant 
will be determined; the committeemen will 
thoroughly satisfy themselves whether arc 
lights cculd be run at a smaller price than 
the present contract with the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company calls for. 

The committee will render a report to the 
council as soon as practicable. They have 
plenty of time for this investigation. The 
committee comprises some of Atlanta’s 
most prominent business men, whose judg- 
ment cannot be gainsaid. Mr. Wade is a 
practical electrician and his advice will be 
a great help in the investigation. 

Chairman Favors Plan. 

Chairman Joseph Hirsch is strongly in fa- 
vor of municipal ownership. He has given 
the subject much consideration and be- 
lieves a change would be the best step At- 
lanta cou!d take in reference to her light- 
ing. 

“I strongly advocate municipal owner- 
ship,’’ said Mr. Hirsch yesterday afternoon. 
‘The plan if materialized would fe a great 
thing for Atlanta, provided of course money 
could be saved thereby. I believe lights 
could be secured cheaper than by the pres- 
ent plan. That, however, will have to be 
determined by the committee. 

“This question of street lights is growing 
to be a big thing. The expense is already 
tremendous, and promises to be much more 
so as the city gradually enlarges. We are 
contemplating now taking in all the sub- 
urbs, and this will involve the expenditure 
of a good sum in lights. We should inves- 
tigate this thing carefully. If we find 
money can be saved by municipal owner- 
ship, make a change at once; if not, con- 
tinue the present contract. 

“If we find the city could save money we 
should first attempt to purchase the present 
plant of the Georgia Electric Light Cum- 
pany, offering them a good price. If the 
sale cannot be consummated, let the city 
erect its own plant, locate the same at the 
waterworks pumping station, and use some 
of the present power there by way of econ- 
omy.

ashe comes in. For as much as a week 
and perhaps for longer there will be an 
unlimited amount of politics in the air. 
Wires will be pulled and deals will be 
made which will settle—so far as deals can 
settle—the governorship and sundry other 
problems which are popularly believed to 
be in the hands of the people. Flem duBig- 
non and Joe Terrell and Pope Brown will 
be on hand in various capacities, each the 
center of an admiring constituency; and 
the office of the secretary of state will 
be a méeeca for many a man who wants to 
know, you know. 


There are no elections by the legislature 
at this session. The governor has three ap- 
poi:ntments to make which are attracting 
the interest of politicians, principally be- 
cause of the contests over the part.cular 
oilices and secondarily because of the 
bearing which these appointments will 
have on other political events in the future. 

The places to be filled are a ruilroad 
commMissionership, the office of state libra- 
rian and the posit.on of assistant librarian. 
So far as Governor Atkinson is concern- 
ed, the three places resolve themselves 
into two, for he proposes to let the new 
librarian name his own assistant. He dots 
not care to have on his shoulders the re- 
sponsibility of clashes, or at least bad 
feeling—that there is sad tu have been 
under the present regime, 

The prophets have picked Judge Samps 
Harris, of Carroii, as the most probable 
man for the railroad commission, and Ed:- 
tor Jim Brown as the man who will get 
the library; and yet aimost all think it 
not likely that Governor Atk.nson will ap- 
point both. There are not Inany men in 
the state closer to the guvernor than Judge 
Harris, while Jim Brown unas been one of 
the governor's closest friends and contfi- 
dential advisers from the time he first en- 
tered public life. Both men have strong 
personal! claims upon the governor's friend- 
ship, and it is possible he may appoint 
both of them. The politicians figure it 
out, however, that he cannot afford to do 
this in view of Colonel Terrell’s candida- 
cy for gevernor, taking the position that 
to make both appointments from the fourth 
congressional distr.ct would injure the 
chances of Colonel Terrell, in whom Goy- 


| ernor Atkinson is very much interested. 


It is this view of the situation that caus- 
es many of them to believe that either 
Hal Lewis or Judge Roger Gamble stands 
the best chance for the commiss.onership. 

Others argue that Judge Harris is more 
likely to be appointed than Editor Brown, 
It is understood that Mr. Brown has never 
applied for the office of librarian and can- 
not be regarded as an active candidate, 
It is the talk that while Brown would be 
glad to get the place, he would not be 
greatly disappo nted if he did not get it, 
and that he will do nothing to embarrass 
Governor Atkinson in any way. 

If Brown does not get the pusition, Doug- 
las Glessner will be given something equal- 
ly as good. One of the places on the peni- 
tentiary commission is almost certain to gu 
to him or Jim Brown, the other getting 
the library. It mf&y be Harris and Gless- 
ner for the two offices, or it may be Lewis 
or Gamble and Brown; it may even be 
Harris and Brown—which would give rise 
to more talk. 


Several county judges and solicitors are 
to be appointed and there are some inter- 
esting contests among those which the gov- 
crior will have to decide. Of course each 
individual case has a peculiar interest to 
the community most concerned, but some 
are attracting attention at this end of the 
line as well. 

Dowun in Decatur county the term of 

Judge D. A. Russell, of the county court, 
expires. Judge Russell is a candidate to 
succeed himself, but the chief interest here 
lies in the fact that two brothers are also 
aspirerts. Hon. W. M. Harrell, who was 
a member of the last legislature, is a can- 
didate, and so is Hon. Frank S. Harrell, 
his half brother. Both are popular and 
able young men, and the impression in 
Bainbridge is that the office will go to one 
or the other. 
.In DeKalb Judge H. C. Jones is a candi- 
date to succeed himself. Two other candi- 
dates have formally entered the field 
agginst him and there may be geveral oth- 
ers. These two are Colonel H. H. Parry 
and Colonel Mitchell, well-known members 
of the DeKalb bar. It is believed this fight 
has not shaped up yet, as others are ex- 
pected tO take a hand in it. 

Judge John T. Allen, of Baldwin county, 
is a candidate to succeed himself and has 
a very strong opponent in ex-Senator Rufe 
Roberts. Senator Roberts is one of the 
most popular young men in middle Georgia, 
and is a close friend of the governor. In- 
eeed, in this contest the governor is called 
upon to choose between two friends, which 
is one of the most unpleasant predicaments 
that can present itself to an appointing 
power. 


The position of solicitor of the city court 
ef Muscogee county is a plum that has ex- 
cited the envy of several prominent Coium- 
bus men, and as each is blessed with a 
number of friends the fight for the place ig 
sure to be warm. Solicitor Crawford, the 
present incumbent, sees every reason why 
he should succeed himself and believes he 
can induce the governor to see it in the 
Same light. But E. J. Wynn and A. W. 
Cozart, both strong and active young men, 
are in it, and they individually and severa]- 
ly disagree with Mr. Crawford in his diag- 
nosis of the case. Judge Cozart has been 
recorder of Columbus and is quite well 
known up here through his connection with 
the legislature. He was one of the clerks 
of the house for some time. 

Cartersville may come to the front with a 
contest—whether it does or does not depends 
entirely upon Colonel Wat Harris. Judge 
Akin has declined reappointment as judge 
of the city court, and it is certain that 
Governor Atkinson wil! tender the jndge- 
ship to Celonel Harris, who, iike Judge 
Akin, is one of the leading members of the 
bar in his section of the state. If Colonel 
Harris will accept, there will be no com- 
plications, for everybody up there will he 
giad of the appointment, but if he declines

RIGE SAYS PLAN

WILL BE PASSED BY COUNCIL

The solid array of stout objections from 
the suburban residents against annexation, 
manifested at council meeting Monday af-

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the promoters of the Greater Atlanta plan. 

Chairman Frank P. Rice, of the annex- 
ation commitiee, who first wanted to 
take in north Atlanta, and later Pittsburg, 
Reynoldstown and Beilwood, remains un- 
daunted in his determination to make the 
outsiders citizens of Atlanta. He takes a 
conservative view of the situation, says 
his charter amendment will pass council, 
and that citizenship would be a great 
bonus to the outsiders notwithSanding 
the contrary impression they seem _ to 
have. 

The strong petitions of the outsiders, 
however, were something of a surprise. It 
was Known there was objection from sev- 
eral parties in the different localities, but 
it was never suspeaied such a strong 
showing would be made. The mutinous 
citizens are evidently in earnest, and they 
will fight annexation to the Ditter end. 
If they lose before the council, they will 
go betore the legislature. There will prob- 
ably be some warm times before the new 
boundaries are finally adopted. 

Council's special session next Tuesday 
afternoon for the purpose of considering 
this question will largely determine the 
fate of the outsiders. Mr. Rice believes it 
would have passed if a vote had been 
taken Monday. Prompted by a spirit of 
fairness, however, to the objectors, he 
did not urge immediate action. 

Mr. Rice on the Situation. 


“I do not feel at ail discouraged,” said 
Mr. Rice yesterday, ‘fon account of the 
vigorous kicks made by the outsiders and 
the failure of council to act Monday. I 
am satisfied the amendment will pass when 
a voie is taken, As to whether the same 
result will come from the legislature I 
cannot say. Those people have a right to 
be heard, and I am giad they presented 
their petitions. These suburbs have to be 
admitted some time That is inevitable: 
and the sooner we do it the easier it will 
be. The residents would kick harder next 
year than they do now. We never took 
in territory but what there were kicks. 
The kickers were all glad when they got 
inside, too.

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THE TAX RATE _ 
AND THE PEOPLE 


The certainty that the tax rate for state 


‘ purposes will next year be the largest in 


are unimproved, and which would do the |! 
We do not know | 


the history of Georgia causes much talk 
about the capitol these days, when every- 
body is busy getting ready for the legisia- 
ture’s coming, and gossip about that body’s 
work is most plentiful. 

The low price of cotton means that there 
is little chance for any increase of taxable 
values in the returns for next year. There 
will be no substantial evidences, so far as 
the state is concerned, of the return of 
prosperity for which everybody has hoped 
so sincerely. If the returns of next year 
show no further slump in value, there will 
be good cause for congratulation; the indi- 
cations now are that an increase cannot 
in any reason be hoped for. 

The rate of taxation for state purposes 
this year is 5.21 mills. With approximately 
the same return of taxable property next 
year the state rate will have to be 6.21. 


The reason for this increase is found in 
an appropriation whch the Jegisiature 
made at its last session, That is the $400,000 
additional appropriation for the public 
schools, 

For some years the state has raised $600,- 
000 a year by direct taxation toward the 
support of the schools. This is supple- 
ménted by income from other sources— 
liquor licenses, rental of the state road 
and other items—which are given to tHe 
schools under the provisions of the consti- 
tution. The legislature has no option in 
the distribution of these particular items— 
they must go tothe  schools—but the 
amount to be raised by direct taxation is 
optional with the men who make the laws. 

For some years the necessity of an in- 
crease in the school appropriation has been 
agitated by the department of education 
and by many of the friends of the schools, 
and so strong was the pressure brought 
on the Jegislature at its last session and so 
potent were the argurrents presented that 
the school appropriation was increased to 
$3 ,0uv, (00. It was found impracticable to 
nrovide this increase for 1897, so the figures 
for this year liave remained $000,000, as for 
several years past; but for 1898 the amount 
to be raised by direct taxation for schoal 
purposes is $1,000,000. 


That additional $400,000 means an addition- 
al mill on tne tax rate. The rate this 
vear, 5.21. is the highest that Georgia has 
had in thirty years. For four years—1876 
to 1878—the state rate was 5 mills; in 1883 
it was as low as 2% mills, but since then 
it has been gradually increasing. The con- 
stant wiping out of values under the opera- 
ton of our financial system has nevcessi- 
tated a rapid increase in the rate during 
the past few years until the high water 
mark was reached this year. But the end 
is evidently not in s'ght. Next year’s rate, 
for the reasons explained, will be 6.21. 

Now, does this increase !4 the state rate 
represent all the trouble chere is in store 
for the taxpayer? If that were the only 
thing, there might be little complaint; but 
as The Con:xstution showed a short while 
azo, many counties greatly increased their 
number 


tax rate for 1897 over 1896—in a 


of instances the rate was doubled. 


With this heavy increase in the county 
rate, as well as in the state rate, the ne- 
cessity for the closest economy in expendi- 
tures has i:rpressed itself upon the state- 
hcuse officials and members of the legisla- 
ture, and there has been no little talk of 
the possibility of the legislature rescinding 
its action making that $400,000 additional ap- 
prcpriation to the schools. Those who have 
suggested such a course have argued that 
this is the only possible methed of prevent- 
ing the increase of the taa rate for next 
yeor; and they add that if the state rate is 
increased next year, a howl will go up from 
taxpayers all over the state. They think it 
is the worst time possible for such an in- 
crease; that the burdens the people have 
now to bear are hard enough, and that a 
better methed can be found for making the 
schoo! system more efficient. 

As to this latter feature, what they mean 
is that the counties should make their vwn 
appropriations for schooi purposes. This is 
not a new idea. It is one that has been 
warmly advocated by many prominent men 
who believe that if the school fund, or a 
good part of it, were raised by county taxa- 
tion, much more care would be exercised in 
its distribution than under the present s6ys- 
tem, where the money comes from the state, 
and that the people would then take a 
more personal interest in the schools. It 
has been urged as an ideal system that the 
state should duplicate whatever approupria- 
tion the county made for this purpose, thus 
encouraging the counties to greater inter- 
est in the Qevelopment of their systems. 
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However, there is no likelihood of a 
change in this direction at present. Nor is 
there much chance that the legisiature will 
rescind its action making the $490,000 addi- 
tional appropriation, even if it does neces- 
sitate an increase in the tax rate. 

In the first place, there is a strong sentl- 
ment back of this one-million-dollars-for- 
public-schools idea. There was great re- 
joicing over the action of the legilature 
making the appropriation, and public sen- 
timent would oppose the state taking a 
backward step in this matter of educating 
the children. Then the important point to 
be considered is that a majority of the 
counties get more from the treasury than 
they pay intoit. It seems probable that the

CITY FINANCES 


TAX RECEIPTS LARGER THAN EXPECTED 


i, 


IN GOOD SHAPE 


The Municipal Treasury in an Unusually 
Healthy Condition. 


GOLDSMITH ON THE OUTLOOK 


Only Year in City’s History Money 
Has Not Been Borrowed. 


The Total Oollections Amounted to 
$597,000—The New System of 
Tax Payment Works Well. 


Atlanta is now enjoying the most pros- 
perous financial era in her history. Nearly 
all the public debts have been paid, includ- 
ing bonds and coupons. and there is exactly 
$245,000 to the city’s credit in the bank. 

Comptroller Goldsmith views the outlook 
with great encouragement. He ascribes the 
present healthy condition of the treasury 
to the new system in payment of taxes. 
Heretofore there has been only one pay- 
ment. This year there were three. The 
result was that the city had money on 
hana whenever it was needed. 

ThR is the first year in the history of 
Atlanta that the comptroller has not been 
forced to borrow money to meet the actual 
municipal expenses. Instead of borrowing 
this year the bank account has nevef been 
overdrawn, the city always having a good 
sum to her credit. About $7,000 has been 
saved in interest alone on this account. 

The total tax collections were greater 
than was expected. The comptroller says 
about $750,000 was due the city in general 
tax. Of this amount $557,000 was collected. 
The remaining $153,000 will be collected by 
fi. fas. The costs will add considerably to 
this sum. 

Prior to the last three days of collection, 
it was thought the total might fall short 
and that the municipal departments would 
suffer accofdingly. The officials, however, 
were agreeably surprised. 

A large number of taxpayers waited un- 
til the last moment. During the last three 
days there was a grand rush and the clerks 
in the assessor's office were kept constantly 
busy. The collections for the last day 
amounted to over $86,000. 

From present indications there will be no 
reduction in appropriations when the next 
apportionment sheet is made out. 

On the other hand, if the new payment 
System works as well next year as this, 
and the prospects are that it will work 
better, there may be an increase in tne 
amounts allotted the several departments. 

It is hinted around that an effort will be 
made by certain members of the new coun- 
cil to reinstate the salaries of the school 
teachers. Whether this can be done is spec- 
ulative. An effort may also be made to 
increase the annvWal appropriation to the 
military in view of the contemplated erec- 
tion «f the armory-auditorium 

From present indications Atlanta will 
have plenty of money on hand for the 
future.

Walked from a Railway Train Into the 
Oconee River Gorge. 


CRUSHED TO PULP ON RUCKS 


Fell Seventy Feet from the Top of the 
Railroad Trestle. 


THOUGHT HE WAS AT HIS STATION 


, The Train Stopped and Deputy Collec- 


tor Tatum Stepped Off, Thinking 
He Had Reached His Home. 


One step from the high river bridge, then 
a wild plunge of seventy feet onto the 
jagged rocks of the shoals below, brought 
instant death to M. G. B. Tatum, a deputy 
collector under H. A. Rucker, yesterday 
morning at 3:30 o'clock. 

Tatum’s tragic end occurred at the bridse 
over the Oconee river, near Athens Junc- 


tion, on the railroad to Athens. He and 
Deputy Marshal J. M. Whatley, of this 
city, were on the train. Tatum was 


leaving the train to go to his home at 
Athens when the accident occurred. The 
porter called out Athens junction and the 
collector started out of the car to get off. 
When the train came to a standstill he 
stepped off. 

Instead of stepping off onto the firm 


‘ground he stepped into open air over the 


yawning chasm nearly a hundred feet in 
depth and fell down to his death. 

Collector Tatum was appointed deputy 
collector under Trammell four years ago, 
and had continued in his position under Col- 
lector Rucker. He had been stationed at 
Athens for some time, but formerly re- 
sided in Atlanta, where he had many rela- 
tives. He had been out on a raid with 
Deputy Mahshal Whatley, and was re- 
turning to his home. 

Just before reaching Athens junction 
there is a long trestle over the Oconee. 
Near the end of this trestle is the North- 
eastern railroad crossing. The law re- 
quires that the trains stop at this crossing. 
Yesterday morning at 3:3 the train with 
Tatum and Whatley on board reached this 
noint, and as it was slowing up the porter 
came in and called out, ‘“‘Athens junction.’’ 
Thinking that he was at the place where 
ne wanted to get off. Mr. Tatum arose from 
his seat and said to his friend: 

“Goodby, Mr. Whatley: I get off here.’’ 

He then walked to the platform and, 
just as the train came to a standstill on 
the bridge, he stepped off into the inky 
darkness and to death, 

Mr. Whatley and the train hands went 
down into the gorge and took up the mu- 
tilated body and carried it to Athens. Mr. 
Whatley returned to Atlanta at once and 
reported the death. He said that the pas- 
Sengers on the train thought that they 
were standing at Athens junction, and did 
not know until after tte fatal accident 
that they had not reached the junction. 
Mr. Whatley was certain that Tatum was 
not drinking, as the railroad officials 
charged. 

Deputy Collector Tatum was forty-eight 
years old, and regarded as a good officer. 


He once lived here, and was well re- 
spected. 
The inquest held yesterday afternoon 


placed all the blame for Tafum’s death 
on the Seaboard Air-Wine railroad. 

The coroner’s jury found that M. A. B. 
Tatum came to his death by walking off 
the trestle, and that the Seaboard Air-Line 
has been allowing this dangerous practice 
of stopping on the bridge without notice 
to passengers of guch stop. 

Tatum lived at Trenton, Dade county, 
and had represented the county in the 
legislature. He leaves a wife and gsev- 
eral children. The remains will 
to Trenton tomorrow.

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SPOKE LAST NIGHT 


Eminent Educator Entertained a Large 
Audience at Second Baptist. 


MADE AN APPEAL FOR MERCER 


Financial Agent’s Report Shows Large 
Fund Has Been Raised. 


ATLANTA ALUMNI ATTEND IN A BOBY 


After the Addresses a Reception Was 
Tendered President Pollock in the 
Basement of the Church.

A reception was tendered at the Second 
Baptist church last night to P. D. Pollock, 
LL. D., president of Mercer university 
of Macon. Ex-Governor W. J. Northen, 
president of the Atianta chapter Mercer 
university alumni, presided and introduced 
the exercises by a brief tribute to his alma 
mater as a great educational, conservative 
and moral factor in the life of the state. 
Governor Northen presented Judge Mar- 
shall J. Clarke, of the class of ’58, who af- 
ter a brief tribute to the culture and char- 
acter of President Pollock, presented him 
to the cultivated audience that was to 
listen to the leading address of the even- 
ing. 

President Pollock is a native of Georgia, 
but educated not only at home, but in the 
best universities of Europe. He chose 
teaching as a profession some years before 
he was elected to the high position which 
he now holds, and besides being the head 
of Mercer university, is the president of 
the Teachers’ Association of Georgia and 
is known far and wiae as an up-to-uate 
leader in all educational enterprises, 

President Pollock is not a minister, but 
a jayman, it being the policy of the Baptist 
denomination in the United States of Amer- 
ica to transfer leadership in educational 
matters from the pulpit to the pew. Pres- 
ident Pollock chose as his subject ‘‘A Bap- 
tist University, the Embudyment of Salient 
Baptist Doctrine.” Among other things, he 
said: 

“Baptists have an honorable share in 
shaping the history of the world in har- 
mony with the highest principles of truth 
inherent in the nature of man and conso- 
nant with the inspiring declaration of the 
Master, ‘And ye shall know the truth and 
the truth shall make you free.’ ” 

The speaker declared that the basal 
principle of Baptist belief is individual 
responsibility directly to God and its neces- 
Sary corollary, the entire separation of 
church and state. Quoting from the con- 
fession of faith of the Baptists in England 
in 1644. he sa‘d: 

“This is the first publication of the doc- 
trne of freedom of concience in an ocfficiat 
document representing a body of associated 
Christians. The principle was of course 
not a new one in Baptist polity. but the 
official expression was made. It is a great 
landmark in history, making possible the 
most extreme developments of the principle 
of subjectivity or private personality, de- 
veloping a principle of individualism or 
individual spiritual sovereignty independent 
of the state, yet related to the state.” 

President Pollock showed that Georgia 
Baptists. from their earliest history, em- 
bodied the doctrine of a church without a 
prelate and a state without a king. Among 
other interesting facts of early Baptist 
history. he sa'd that in 17% the Georgia 
association memoralized the state legisla- 
ture to prevent by law so far as Georgia

can slave trate. Jesse Mercer, he declared, 
founded the first temperance paper and 
published it at a pecuniary toss for several 
years. As late as 1863 a number of Bap- 
tists In Georgia sent a petition drawn up 
by Rev. H. H. Tucker to the legislature, 
asking the repeal of the law which made it 
unlawful to license a negro to preach, 
whether free or a slave. 

The speaker then told of the. origin of 
Mercer university and stated that it has 
had during its career more than 2,500 stu- 
dents and has gent forth more than 600 
graduates, many of whom have held high 
positions in this and other countries, tn 
both church and state. The university has 
enrolled this session 250 students, which is 
the largest number ever matriculatea at 
any one ess'on. Accompanying Professor 
Pollock were two of the professcrs, Mose- 
ly and Kilpatrick, and the financial agent 
of the university, Dr. H. R. Bernard. The 
last named followed Dr. Pollock’s address 
with some cheering words as to the out- 
look for increased endowment and reported 
several thousand dollars recently donated 
for that purpose. 

After the speaking in the main auditorium 
of the church, hundreds of Professor Pol- 
lock’s admirers met him in_ the lecture 
room, where they were presented by Drs. 
Marshall and Spalding, who are graduates 
of the institution. An hour of social en- 
joyment followed, interspersed with music 
by the orchestra. The lecture room was 
tastefully decorated in the colors of the 
university. and the whole entertainment 
was in every way creditable not only to 
the speaker of the evening, but to the 
gentlemen who compose tbe, Atlanta chap- 
ter of the Mercer university alumni.

He Is Winning All Sorts of Honors in 
the Far Away Orient. 


WRITES OF HAWAIIAN QUESTION 


Says the Japanese Are Not as Much 
. Interested as We Are. 


HE ALSO ATTENDS A ROYAL FUNERAL 


Takes a Prominent Part in the Cere- 
monies and Is Thanked by Roy- 
alty of Land of the Mikado. 


Colonel, Augustus E. Buck, formerly 
chieftain of the republican pie distribu- 
tors, but not minister plenipotentiary and 
envoy extraordinary to Japan, is proving 
a great social success in the land of the 
mikado. 

In fact, the colonel has developed into a 
social lion. 

But high Japanese society and its demand 
upon the time of the United States minis- 
ter does not prevent him from making a 
study of the Hawalian question. Colonel 
Buck has been deeply interested in Ha- 
wail since it was gently hinted that in the 
event of serious complications between this 
country and Japan as a consequence of 
the Hawaiian matter, he would be chosen 
as a representative of Uncle Sam to ad- 
just the trouble. 

On bis way to Japan Colonel Buck spent 
several weeks in Honolulu making a study 
of the life and customs of the people there. 
He even had himself interviewed by a 
hustling Hawaiian reporter. 

Colonel Buck has just written letters to 
several of his friends in this city. One 
letter received this week tells of the pub- 


lic sentiment of the people of Tokio, Japan, 


in regard to the Hawaiian question. He 
says that the Japanese do not manifest 
near so great an interest in the problem 
as Americans do, and that they do not 
consider the matter as one of importance. 
He does not say whether the sentiment is 
strongly against the annexation of Hawaii 
to this country. 

Honors are being strewed along the path- 
way of the genial colonel over in Japan. 
He recently attended a funeral of a Japa- 
nese count, and was one of the most Im- 
portant officials to take part in the ser- 
vices. He took quite a prominent part in 
the funeral ceremonies. After the funeral 
the members of the high Japanese royal 
sociéty sent Colonel Buck a card thanking 
him for the interest he took in the funeral 
of the dead count, and begging him to ac- 
cept all honor from them. 

The card was sent in a letter to Major 
Smyth this week. Colonel Buck is noted 


-for his illegible bandwriting. When Major 


Smyth received the letter and the Japanese 
card, he immediately wrote in return to 
the colonel that he had no trouble in read- 
ing the card, which was written In Japa- 
nese characters, but that he found it im- 
possibile to decipher a part of the Georgia 
republican's letter.

CONSUL GEO. J. WILLIS RETURNS. 


He Talks of the Province of Ontario, 
Where He Has Been Stationed. 
Colonel George J. Will's, who has been 
United States consul at St. Thomas, in the 
province of Ontario, Canada, for the last 
four years, has returned home, having 
transferred the office to his successor., M. 
J. Burk, of Chicago, on the first of the 

month. 

He was made a life member of the St. 
Thomas Club. He says that we do not 
know much about that country, which has 
a larger territory than the whole of the 
United States, and that while it is not cap- 
able of supporting as numerous a popu- 
lation, the so-called worthless rocks and 
frozen valleys of the northwestern territo- 
ries now claim the attention of the whole 
world, owing to the valuable gold and sil- 
ver mines to be found there. 

“During the past few years."’ he says, 
“an effort has been made to establish an 
imperial federation of all English posses- 
sions, and conferences of colonial premiers 
had been held to d'scuss the question, but 
nothing definite was done. The present 
government in the revision of the tariff 
lowered the duties on imports of English 
manufacture, thereby establishing a com- 
mercial federation, a step which will no 
doubt be followed by the other colonies. 
The Canadiaua premier, Sir Wilfred Lau- 
rier, was the most prominent colonial 
representative at the jubilee ceremonies, 
the English people appreciated the action 
of his government. and his eloquence and 
patriotic sentiments, as well as his at- 
tractive personality, won the admiration 
of the Englishmen and stimulated their in- 
terest in everything Canadian. This hap- 
pening just when the real wealth of the 
mines had been ascertained, will do much 
to stimulate immigration which always 
follows the investmént of English capi- 
tal. 

“The discriminating duty will have a 
detrimental effect on our trade with Cana- 
da and England and already Cadanian 
manufacturers are receiving the prefer- 
ence wherever there is comparison, 

“The alien labor law which is enforced 
on the border is now receiving attention 
from the Canadian government, and I 
would not be surprised if in the near fu- 
ture no one btt Canadians were allowed 
to take up mining claims. 

“A large quantity of Canada’s pine has 
in the past been manufactured in the mills 
of this country. An order has recently 
been issued by the Ontario cabinet that the 
pine must in future be manufactured in 
Canada. 

“The system of government of the Cana- 
dian federation is a good one. The foreign 
element or the color question does not 
bother them, and while we consider that 
Canada is dependent on England, it is not 
noticeable the only official appointed by 
the home government being a governor 
general who is changed every four or five 
years. Under their constitution, known as 
the ‘British North America act,’ passed in 
1867, the rights of the Dominion house and 
local legislatures are determined and in 
no way are they subservient to the home 
government. I will always look back on 
my official term in Canada as the most 
pleasant event of my life.”

honor of Anne Radcliffe, the first woman 
who gave money to Harvard. The instruc- 
tion provided at Radcliffe is practicaligp 
identical with that at Harvard. There are 
the same professors and the same curricu- 
lum. In 1896-97 there were 358 students; 
this year there are more. 

It is supposed very generally that there 
is very little social life among the girls. 
Whenever this is mentioned to a Radcliffe 
Girl she looks surprised, for Radcliffe girls 
seem to think that they have considerable 
social life; as much, anyway, as they have 
time for. It is true there is no dormitory 
life at Radcliffe. The girls who come from 
a distance board in private families. At 
the same time there is hardly a day when 
there is not somethirg going on at college. 

There are the various clubs. The Idler is 
the largest and a purely social one. It 
meets on alternate Fridays. Sometimes 
plays are given. After there is dancing 
and refreshments. Twice a year the mem- 
bers of the Idler are “‘at home” to their 
friends at Fay house. The girls call these 
receptions “open meetings.’’ 

Among the other clubs are the French, 
English, German. History, Philosophy, 
Classical and Scientifie. These clubs are 
partly social and partly literary. Then 
there is the athletic club for the girls who 
are fond of the gymnasium and outdoor 
sports. There are also class organizations 
and a number of smaller clubs. 

Every Wednesday Mrs. Agassiz, Rad- 
cliffe’s president; Miss Erwin, the dean, 
and Miss Coes, the secretary, receive in 
the parlor. All the larger clubs give at 
least one “open meeting’’ during the year. 
In addition to these club meetings and re- 
ceptions there are other affairs which call 
the girls together—class meetings, dances, 
and evening lectures.

LIVBLY WAR FOR FRUITSTANDS 


Council Grants a License at the Nor- 
cross Corner. 


THE OWNER HAD A HARD TIME 


He Succeeded Only After He Had 
Been Turned Down Innumerable 
Times. 


The struggle of the fruit stands for side- 
walk privileges seems to have begun anew. 
The action of council ‘Monday in granting 
a license to an Italian in the basement of 
the Norcross building, corner of Peachtree 
and Marietta streets, was the first victory 
these knights of the banana have gained 
in some time. 

When the ordinance was passed relegat- 
ing the stands from the sidewalks there 
was a loud howl of disapproval not only 
from the Italians, but the property owners 
who derived a good revenue from the rent- 
als. Petitions innumerable were fired into 
council asking for the privilege of using 
the sidewalks in certain localities, and ali 
Were turned down with stereotyped regu- 
larity. Council had established a prece- 
dent, and it seemed it intended to stick to 
it. 

Mr. Jonathan Norcross, owner of the 
Norcross. briilding, who had been renting 
part of the sidewalk on Peachtree street 
to a fruit vender, was considerably wor- 
ried by this loss of revenue. He appearea 
before the committee of council time and 
again asking that hé@ be allowed to rent the 
sidewalk, but prior to Monday, was invaria- 
bly turned down. 

At the last session of eouncil he had an- 
other petition for the privilege of renting 
the sidewalk. This time the fruit vender 
Wanted to rent the basement also, and 
claimed only the space allowed by law ob 
the sidewalk to display his goods, Coun- 
cil discussed the matter for some time, and 
it was finally decided <o grant the license. 

It is probablé, though, the measure wil 
be killed in the long run. There was a 
heated discussion as to Whether the matier 
should be acted on by the aldermanic 
board. Alderman Woodward claimed that 
body had jurisd.<tion, and Mayor Pro Tem 
Dimmock claimed it did not. The ques- 
tion was referred to C.ty Attorney Ander- 
60n, and he ruled in favor of Mr. Wood- 
ward. 

The board meets tomorrow, and there 
will likely be a warm discussion when the 
fruit stand matter is brought up.

BY MAIL OR EXPRESS. 
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Officials of a Leading Company Com- 
ment on the Recent Loss. 


From The New York Herald. 

Recent press dispatches, reporting the 
mysterious disappearance of a large sum of 
rcney ia transit through the mails fron 
a banking house in Chicago to one of ils 
western correspondents, prompted an in- 
quiry as to the cause for such an amount 
boing intrusted to the postal service, and, 
when apvroached on the subject, a promi- 
nent official of one of the leading expres; 
ccmpanies stated yesterday that the last 
year had witnessed a tadical change in the 
transporation of moneys, wWilich formerly 
had all been forwarded by express, but 
were now being sent in many instances by 
mail, the aggregate postage and registry 
fees representing a difference as compared 
with express rates toat tempted many to 
depart from the old method and adopt the 
hew. 

The offcial added further that frequent 
train robberies had compelled the express 
companies to go to great expense in equip- 
ping their through cars with stationary 
combination safes, which as recent “hold- 
ups” had proven, afford security against 
any attempts on the part of:road agents 
to get at the contents, but that even should 
they succeed in the majority of cases little 
would now be obtained for their pains on 
account of the diversion of the moneys from 
express to the mails, and it weuld not be 
unnatural to expect that ‘Uncle Sam” 
would soon have his hands full looking after 
the protection of the valuable parcels in his 
care, as train robbers wil!, of course, go 
where the money is, and it is now in the 
mail instead of the express car. 

Inquiry as to what steps the express com- 
panies would take to .regain the traffic 
elicited the reply that they had experided 
all the revenues from this source in the 
past in surrounding the money with every 
possible protection and runmyng down and 
punishing thieves, and that they would 
simply wait until such losses as the one 
referred to and the attention of train rob- 
bers to this new channel for transporting 
moneys proved it to be neither a successful 
nor profitable experiment.

In charging his jury yesterday, 
Judge Lumpkin stated that the jurors were 
goudtiess fam-lar with the allegations 
ghch constituted crucl treatment and ha- 
bitual intoxication. The jurors smiled their 
gnswer in the affirmative. 

“| will never marry,” said one of the 
jurors yesterday. after having passed upon 
his tenth consecutive divorce. “I am forty 
years old. and I congratulate myself upon 
having escaped the sorrows and sins of 
matrimony.”

1—HAS DEATH ANNULLED 
HIS WEDDING VOWS? 


Tha total divorce granted Mrs. Anna 
Cora Landis yesterday in the superior court 
mey be altogether unnecessary, and time 
may prove that she had no husband at 
the very moment she was asking the jury 
for legal cancellation of her marital vows. 
Perechance her husband is dead and in all 
reality she may have been a widow rather 
than a wife. 

For eighteen long months her husband, 
Thomas M. Landis, has been missing. 
Where he went no one knows who is 
interested in his fate. His aged mother 
had telegraphed and written to the place 
where he was to visit, but she has heard 
nothing from her son, and Mrs. Landis, 
his wife, has received nothing that would 
show he was alive. He has disappeared— 
gone. When he left Atlanta his aged 
mother kissed him goodby. He told her 
he was going to work on a railroad in 
the west. He had always loved his mother 
and she had been his companion through 
all of life’s vicissitudes and disappoint- 
ments. 

When Mrs. Anna Cora Landis held up 
her right hand in court yesterday she 
swore she would tell the truth. She then 
told the jury a sad story of her matri- 
monial venture, declaring she had been 
very unhappy ever since the day of her 
wedding. She married Landis September 
2 1890, but frequent separations followed 
and more than half of the time she did 
not live with her husband. She said he

was cTuel and neglectful, often beating 
and choking her and threatening her life, 


causing her great mental and bodily suf- 
fering, 


“I am absolutely penniless and without 
any property whatever,” said Mrs. Landis. 
“Before I was married my Name was 
Miss Cora Addington, and I wish that 
name restored. I have one child, a little 
girl three years old, and I also desire the 
custody of the child.” 

Mrs. Landis was represented by Glenn 
& Rountree and she made application for 
permanent alimony. The jury granted 
both petitions, allowing her $250 alimony, 
$1,250 to be used for the support of her 
child during its minority, and $150 for at- 
torneys’ fees. The alimony is subfect to 
& homestead in favor of hig mother. 

Although Landis was absent, he was 
tepresented by counsel, who filed his an- 
swer. Landis declared that he had not been 
crucl, but that his wife had been very 
cruel to him, receiving eksention from 
strange men and associating with women 
of bad repute. He says he was once ar- 
rested for wife-beating on an accusation 
sworn out in Judge Berry’s court, but that 
the accusation was taken out by his wife 
without any cause and the accusation Was 
nol prossed on motion of the solicitor. 

In his answer he declared that his home 
was filthy and that bus wife gréatly neg- 
lected her household duties. He said his 
child was not properly cared for by his 
wife and that he oftentimes was compelled 
to perform the duties of the household 
because his wife would not.

HER FATHER FOUND HER 


If Minnie Lee Slaughter could begin life 
over again she would never marry Jack 
Slaughter. She said yesterday to the jury 
that she wouldn't, and she must have meant 
it, for her eyes looked the truth and her 
mouth gave expression to what must have 
come from the bottom of her heart.

ALLEGED 


The Men Are Accused of Abetting Ma- 
linda Boatfield in an Effort to 
Fraudulently Get Pension. 


Pension frauds were the charges brought 
against -R. C. and J. H,. Harrison in bills of 
indictment brought against them yesterday 
by the United States grand jury. 

Both men were accused of swearing to a 
false affidavit to aid Malinda Butler, alias 
Malinda Boatfield, to fraudulently secure a 
pension from the Indian pensions appropri- 
ation. 

Malinda Boatfielad was first married to 
James Butler, a soldier who fought in the 
Indian war. He died, 
widow. She afterwards married 
namer John Boatfield. This second mar- 
riage deprived her of the privilege of draw- 
ing a pension as a widow of a soldier of the 
Indian war. 


Notwithstanding this last marriage, she | 


made an effort to get her pension and it is 
alleged that the two Harrisons abetted her 
in her fraudulent effort. It is charged that 
they made affidavit on a voucher to the 
effect that they knew her-and that to their 
knowledge she had not remarried since the 
death of her first husband, Jim Butler. 
The application for the pension was made 
out in the name of Malinda Butler. 

The indictments allege that at the time

Fd Mahoney in the police court yesterday

markably entertaining. 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution 
Mrs Gilmer, who is the wif2 of a Macon 
physician, and Mr. Manoney were arrested 
late Monday night. Somebody had struck 
Mrs. Gilmer on the back of the head at 
her bearding house, No 64 North Forsyth 
street, and as Mr. Mahoney had been there 
with her, and was found with her when 
she was first seen by a policeman, he was 
supposed to be the man who struck the 
blow. 

The investigation by the recorder, whille 
it was only partial on account of the ab- 
sence of Mrs. Gilmer, was of interest. 
There was the story of the policeman; the 
story of the lady artist, as full of snap as 
a colonel was of schemes; the boarder’s 
story; and the young man’s story. 

The story of the lady artist was highly 
dramatic, and she told it with a fire and an 
earnestness which startled the audience. 


The recorder agreed to call the cases af- 


ter all other business was finished in order 
to have the audience small. This was out 
of consideration for Mrs. Gilmer, but it 
was consideration thrown away, for she 
failed to show up when her name was 
called. 

But Mr. Ed Mahoney was there, and he 
was represented by Attorney Thomas F. 
Corrigan. Mr. Corrigan asked for a contin- 
uance on the ground that Mrs. Gilmer was 
an indispensable witness for his client. The 
recorder decided to hear what witnesses 
were present, and then hold the case over 
until this afternoon to give the defense a 
chance to have the lady in court. 


The Boarder’s Story. 

The first evidence was the boarder’s story. 
He said he had gone to No. 64 South For- 
syth street at 7 o'clock Monday night and 
as he passed the parlor he saw the Jandiady 
Mrs. Gilmer, in the room with a gentieman 
whom he afterwards recognized as Mr. 
Ed Mahoney. He passed the parlor door 
later and again saw Mr. Mahoney in the 
partor. That was all he knew about the 
case, 

Two voung men told about aiding Patrol- 
man McCullough in catching Mrs. Gilmer. 
for it transpired after she and Mr. Mahoney 
Were under arrest Mrs. Gilmer ran away 
and was caught by two citizens. This was 
at the call box, when the officer was hold- 
ing the man, 


The Policeman’s Story. 

Patrolman McCullough made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“While cn my beat on North Forsyth 
street, near Walton, I saw a man and a 
woman apparently scuffling on the sidewalk 
about a block away. I started toward them 
and as I approached I heard the woman 
scream and saw the man make a motion 
as if he was striking her. I ran as fast as 
I could and when I was about half a block 
off I saw her fall upon her knees. When I 
reached them the man started off in an 
opposite direction, but he had not seen me. 
I caught the woman and then the man 
turned back. The woman was greatly ex- 
cited and was Dleeding from a wound on 
the back of the head. She said to her 
companion that he had treated her shame- 
fully and had nearly torn the clothes off 
of her. As near as I can recall her re- 
mavis they were as follows: ‘I hope you 
are satisfied. The Lord knows I did not 
think I would be in such a fix when the 
door bell rang tonight.’ She then asked me 
to take her to a drug store quick, as she 
was bleeding to death; When she was talk- 
ing (Mr. Mahoney told her to hush. I took 
ther to a box to call for assistance, and 
afterwards carried them to a drug store. 
It was while we were at the box that the 
woman ran away and I asked a citizen to 
go after her. Mrs. Gilmer, after all this 
occurred, said the man did not strike her 
and that she was to bldmé for the whoie 
affair. A call officer came to me and I 
turned Mahoney over to him and Mrs. 
Gilmer was sent to the barracks in a 
hack.’”’ 

Story of the Artist. 

Then came the feature of the invest’gation. 
Mrs. M. G. DeHart, an artist, who boarded 
with (Mrs. Gilmer, took the stand and she 
“talked right out in meetin’.’’ She said: 

“I and sOme other ladies rented rooms 
from Mrs. Gilmer and we always regarded 
her to be a quiet, modest, good woman 
until last night. The door bell rang and 
we heard later that Mrs. Gilmer had a 
beau. Shortly afterwards we heard the 
door bell ring violently and then the light 
in the front hall was put out, ond the 
slamming of doors followed. There was 
something awful, awful going on down 
stairs. There was a scuffle and something 
heavy fell against a door. We heard the 
breaking of glass or crockery, and then 
Mrs, Gilmer screamed four or five times. 
We “4adies were alone upstairs and we 
thought a burglar was murdering Mrs. 
Gilmer. We knew she was separated from 
her husband and we thought he had come 
and we did not wish to interfere in family 
affairs, but the noise was so great that one 
of the ladies opened a window and scream- 
ed for help. A negro passed by and said 
he would go for a policeman. The negro 
came back and said he saw a man dragging 
a lady down the street. Knowing that the 
course was clear we went down stairs and 
found the house open from front to rear 
and no one was there, but there were evi- 
dences of the scuffle.’’ 

The recorder asked Mrs. DeHart if Mrs. 
Gilmer had made any statement about the 
affair, and she hesitated and then said: 

“Yes, I told her this morning she ought 
to go into court and swear against this 
man who had beaten her so. She said she 
would die before she would swear against 
him; and I told her she was a foo!.’’ 

Mr. Corrigan asked ber if Mrs. Gilmer 
had not said that Mr. Mahoney was inno- 
cent. 

“Oh, she sald something about his being 
innocent—men are always innocent, you 
know.”’ 

“She said men are always innocent,” ex- 
plained (Mr. Corrigan to the court, “‘includ- 
ing your honor and myself.” 

“Yes, including you both,” replied Mrs. 
DeHart. 

A Deserted Boarding House. 

Upon inquiry being made by the record- 
er as to why Mrs. Gilmer did not appear, it 
was explained that she had been allowed to 
go upon a copy of charges. as she promised 
to be certain to come. It was also stated 
that the boarding house at No. 6&4 North 
Forsyth street, was vacated, and all the 
furniture removed. The last seen of Mrs. 
Gilmer was when she left the house Tueg- 
day about noon in a carriage, The boarders 
had been notified to leave and they all 
did so. 

The recorder continued the case until 
this afternoon, when Mrs. Gilmer will be 
heard from, if she can be found, and Mr. 
Mahoney will make his statement.

HAS SLICK GAME 


Took White Man’s Money Order and Got 


Money on Forged Name. 


BOTH WERE NAMED J. B. DAVIS 


Negro ‘Get the White Man’s Letter 
with Money Order Inclosed. 


PREACHER WAS INDICTED YESTERDAY 


Federal Grand Jury Found a True Bill 
Charging Forgery—Same Scheme 
Has Been Worked by Others. 


A negro preacher named J. B. Davis 
was the defendant in a serious indictment 
found by the federal grand jury yesterday. 

Davis is now under arrest and will have 
to answer to the charge of forgery. If 
ail that is charged In the indictment is true, 
then Davis is a very slick character. He is 
a characteristic colored minister, so far 
aS appearances Bo. 

Davis’s shrewd game, according to the 
grand jury, was this: He discovered that 
there was:a white man named J, B. Davis, 
who was receiving mail at the Atlanta 
postoffice. He had an idea that the white 
Davis got money in his letters and he 
went to the postoffice and fraudulently 
took therefrom a letter which he Knew to 
be intended for the white man. 

Snugly resting on the inside of the letter 
which Davis took from Postmaster Fox 
Was a money order calling for a neat sum. 
Davis signed his name to this money order 
as indorser, knowing full well at the t'me 
that it was intended for the caucasian 
member of the Davis family. With this 
forged indorsement and material signature, 
he managed to get the money from the 
postoffice, and Mr. Davis, white, was left 
moneyless and poor. 

The money order was issued by the post- 
master at Georgetown, Ky., on the Atlanta 
postoffice, as payable to J. B. Davis. Davis. 
of course, denies that he is guilty. He has 
given excuses and has tried to explain, but 
Uncle Sam's officials won't accept expla- 
nations. They say they will explain the 
entire matter themselves when Davis is 
carried before Judge Newman for trial. 

The game alleged to have been worked 
by Davis is old. Every year negroes in 
Atlanta operate on the same principle. In 
this city there are hundreds of negroes who 
have the same initials as white men of their 
name. They put this coincidence to @ 
criminal advantags. Last year a negro 
came into possession of a letter from a 
white man to his son-in-law here and he 
at once decided to impersonate the son-in- 
law and pull the old man’s leg for some 
money. He wrote to the father-in-law and 
after getting up a correspondence he wrote 
that he had had his leg broken in a railway 
accident. He asked the old man for a hun- 
dred dollars, saying that the railroad had 
agreed to compromise for $000, but that he 
wanted $800. While the case was pending 
he wanted the $100. He got the money and 
afterwards got more. He is now serving a 
sentence.
